Insurance Commissioners in Canada 


Distinguished Men of Both Nations at Joint Toronto 
Session—Col. Dunham Calls for Modification 


TokontTo, ONT., Sept. “17.—Simplification of 
the tax requirements on fire companies by the 
various states and a modification of fees and 
other departmental charges to amounts more 
closely representing the cost of departmental 
supervision were called for by Commissioner 
Howard P. Dunham, of Connecticut, in his 
presidential address before the Sixtieth Annual 
Session of the National Convention of Insur- 
ance Commissioners of the United States, which 
has assembled this week at the Royal York 
hotel in Toronto. 

Reviewing the difficulties that have been en- 
countered between states on the subject of 
examinations from the time that the commis- 
sicners first assembled in 1871, Mr. Dunham 
paid tribute to the good that the Committee on 
Examination, instituted in 1909, has accomp- 
lished. The increasing magnitude of the com- 
panies, interownership of companies, interlocking 
directorates together with intercompany insur- 
ance and introcession facilities and complica- 
tions caused by multiple line companies are pre- 
senting problems in examination work which 
must be met by more modern methods in 
examination. “To my mind, therefore,” he said, 
“states should, as far as possible, employ simuiar 
examination methods so that the results at- 
tained will, as heretofore, continue to sate- 
guard the interests of policyholders of all states 
inspection of the magnitude of either a single 
company or a group of companies.”

The convention is a memorable one in that 
it makes the Sixtieth or Diamond Jubilee ses- 
sion of this body. It is also the first time that 
The American superintendents have met on 
foreign soil and marks the first international 
gathering of insurance supervisors as it is, as 
well, the Twelfth Annual Conference of the As- 
sociation of Superintendents of Insurance of the 
provinces of Canada. The attendance, both as 
regards commissioners and camp followers, as 
Commissioner Wysong so aptly termed the 
guests, outranks any previous meeting, for there 
are 42 states and the 9 Canadian provinces an- 
swering the roll call, while the total registration 
is in excess of 500. 

When the convention was called to order 
Tuesday by the Chairman of the Joint Opening 
Session, T. T. McConkey, General Manager 
ot the Canada Life of Toronto, practically all 
who had registered were in the hall. Mr. Mc- 
Conkey spoke of the many ties which existed 
insurancewise between the two countries. lie 
dwelt upon the courtesies which had _ been 
extended to him and all the Canadian companies 
in their dealings with the several states and 
assured the convention that their Canadian 
brothers were bent on making their stay in 
Toronte a happy and worth while event. Due 
to last minute pressure of other important busi- 
ness, the program welcome by G. Howard 
Ferguson, Prime Minister of Ontario, and His 
Worship Samuel McBride. Mayor of the City 


of Toronto, the official welcome was made by 
George Ross, Finance Commissioner of To- 
ronto. The heartiness and fullness of Mr. 
Ross’ words of welcome left nothing for the 
convention to desire that was not offered by 
him. He gave a very illuminating picture of 
the progress and development of the city and its 
prosperity, emphasized in the fact that it is a 
city of homes with over 63 per cent of its pop- 
lation owning their own homes. 

R. Leighton Foster, Superintendent of Insur- 
ance of Toronto, and Secretary of the Provin- 
cial Associations, welcomed the convention on 
behalf of the insurance interests of the Domin- 
ion. He said, in his address, that this is the most 
representative and important gathering of in- 
surance men ever assembled on the American 
continent. In addition to over one hundred 
representatives of the State Departments, it in- 
cludes within its makeup many ex-commission- 
ers who have subsequently become prominent 
in company activities. At this convention there 
are twelve presidents of large life insurance 
companies, twenty-one senior vice presidents, 
and fifteen executives of large fire companies. 
Practically every board or bureau connected 
with insurance interests in either country is 
represented. No where has there been so many 
leaders in the insurance world assembled. 

In responding to the welcoming words of Mr. 
Ross and Mr. Foster, Vice-President Clarence

A Valuable Trade Association 

S THE defender and standard bear- 

er of the American Agency Sys- 
tem, the National Association of Insur- 
ance Agents is frequently a militant or- 
ganization. Because the era we are now 
living in is unquestionably a critical 
period for that system, the defensive 
function of the Association has been ex- 
posed unduly to the limelight. As a con- 
sequence, there seems to be a tendency, 
on occasion, for companies and company 
organization to regard it as a sort of 
labor union rather than the splendid trade 
association which it really is. 

One has only to follow its conventions 
closely and attend carefully upon the 
writings and speeches of its leaders, such 
as R. P. DeVan, W. Eugene Harrington 
and Clyde B. Smith, to realize that it is a 
forward looking, constructive group 
whose program is calculated to raise the 
tone of the insurance business of this 
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country. The Association has confined 
its protests to deliberate acts by com- 
panies which is feels are detrimental to 
the ultimate interests of agent and com- 
pany alike—acts which are possible of 
withdrawal or modification. It has never, 
so far as we know, whined against the 
inevitable trend of the times, and like 
Canute, bade the tide to cease its flow. 
Contrariwise, its trumpets have been the 
first to herald the new age of insurance, 
the new methods of doing business, the 
new requirements of the successful pur- 
veyor of insurance. In the convention 
just concluded at Detroit it endeavored 
to educate its membership along those 
lines. 

It has frequently been said of late that 
there are hard times ahead for the local 
insurance agent in America. That is un- 
doubtedly true for those agents who are 
not retrenching and adapting themselves 
to change. It would appear that the 
agents aligned with the National Associa- 
tion have a choice seat on the band 
wagon. It is to be hoped that through 
the efforts of strong local boards, the As- 
sociation’s membership will be increased 
during the coming year to an extent that 
its voice will henceforth be unquestion- 
ably regarded as the authentic expression 
of the entire roll of agents in America. 





A Uniform Disability Clause 
Will Not Stabilize Rates 
ECRYING the companies’ concer- 
D ted action in running to the in- 
surance commissioners with their trou- 
bles, the actuary of a Southern life in- 
surance company nevertheless disagrees 
with the position assumed by THE SPEc- 
TATOR in an editorial appearing a few 
weeks ago, wherein we asserted that a 
uniform disability clause would not 
ameliorate conditions which have ob- 
tained for several years past. This actu- 
ary contends that by the adoption of a 
uniform disability clause it would be pos- 
sible to collate experience, and ultimately 
the companies could derive a net rate 
which would not produce a loss, even if 
it did not yield a profit. We may be 
wrong, but we do not concur. 

Disability insurance, along with per- 
sonal health and accident insurance, lia- 
bility, and all forms of property coverage 
is different in essence from life insurance. 
When a man is dead, he is dead. There 
is no question of degree. If his policy is 


in force, the company pays the claim upon 
satisfactory proof. In any other kind of 
insurance, when loss occurs, there are 
questions of extent of injury, sound 
value of property, total or partial loss, as 
the case may be; personal judgment of 
the adjustor cannot be eliminated from 
settlement. 

To limit the illustration to a discus- 
sion on the subject: suppose a man car- 
ries a policy of ten thousand dollars in 
each of two companies, with identic dis- 
ability clause providing waiver of premi- 
ums and a monthly annuity of one hun- 
dred dollars. He makes a claim on ac- 
count of rheumatism. The first company 
is convinced that he is able to pursue some 
gainful occupation; the second believes 
he is utterly helpless. One claim is ap- 
proved; the other is disallowed. This 
hypothetical case could be multiplied 
thousands of times in the actual conduct 
of the business. 

Recognition of such a claim is a mat- 
ter of interpretation. How can any one 
hope that a standard unit of measure will 
emerge from a tangle of individual judg- 
ment, desire to promote business, sym- 
pathy, apathy, conservatism, liberalism, 
“company policy?” It is as hopeless as 
trying to find a common denominator for 
a series of numerators of odd and even 
numbers. 

It may be desirable to adopt a manda- 
tory uniform disability clause solely with 
the view of eliminating misrepresentation, 
unwitting or deliberate, but if any other 
ultimate is the goal, we cannot see that 
standardization will bring it about. That, 
at least, is an unbiased bystanders’ 
opinion. 





Fire Losses in August 

URING the month of August last, 

the fire losses in the United States 
and Canada, according to the computa- 
tion of the Journal of Commerce, aggre- 
gated $27,504,200, or about $10,000,000 
more than in the same month in 1928. 
This sum brings the total for the first 
eight months of the current year up to 
$222,807,000, or $13,000,000 more than 
in the first eight months of 1928. 

It is noticeable that the losses in the 
last three months exceeded those in the 
corresponding period last year by $40,- 
000,000. Part of this loss is attributed 
to the extremely dry weather which has 
prevailed during the past summer.

The results of life insurance operations dur- 
ing 1928 by companies authorized in New York 
State have been ascertained by Albert Conway, 
Superintendent of Insurance, although the re- 
port covering this line of insurance will not be 
ready for distribution until later in the month. 

The volume will contain abstracts and tabula- 
tions of 18 life companies of New York, 27 of 
other states and 3 United States branches of 
Canadian companies, a total of 48; as also 
abstracts of 12 New York pension funds and 
retirement systems. 

The life companies authorized in New York 
carry over 80 per cent of the business in force 
in the United States, and their combined 1928 
figures again show a very substantial increase 
of new business over that of the year previous, 
as has been the case each year since 1918. 

The combined assets of life companies repre- 
sented in New York at the beginning of 1929 
totaled $13,723,663,099, an increase during 1928 
of over one and a quarter billion dollars. 

Over eleven billions of these assets are in- 
vested in mortgage loans and in securities con- 
sisting of bonds and stocks, in nearly equal 
amounts. Mortgage loans have _ continued 
strongly active as in recent years and at the end 
of 1928 exceeded the amount invested in bonds 
and stocks by about $317,000,000. The excess 
the vear previous was $360,000,000. 

The surplus and special funds (including 
$25,225,000 capital) over all liabilities amount 
to $922,569,145, of which $477,475,872 is held 
by New York State companies. 

The combined income for 1928 was $3.479,- 
144,000 and the disbursements $2,202,527,550.

August Was Great Month 


for Life Insurance 


New Business 16 Per Cent 
Greater Than in 1928—First 
Eight Months Also Show 
Big Increase 





Life Presidents’ Statement 
Group Insurance for Month Shows 
Gains of 7.5 Per Cent—Industrial 
Business Increases 13.3 Per 
Cent and Ordinary 11.4 


Following the recent announcement that 
$100,000,000,000 of life insurance in force in 
United States companies was reached on July 
26th, comes the information that new business 
in August was 16.0 per cent greater this year 
than in 1928. In addition, such writings during 
the first eight months were 7.5 per cent greater 
than during the corresponding period of last 
year. These facts are shown by a statement 
forwarded today by the Association of Life 
Insurance Presidents to the United States De- 
partment of Commerce for official use. The 
compilation aggregates the new business records 
—exclusive of revivals, increases and dividend 
additions—of forty-four member companies hav- 
ing 82 per cent of the total life insurance out- 
standing in all United States legal reserve 
companies. 


Sixteen Per Cent Gain 

For the month of August, the aggregate of 
all classes was $1,017,113,000 against $876,885,- 
000 in 1928—a gain of 16.0 per cent. New 
Ordinary insurance amounted to $698,196,000 
against $826.594,000—a gain of 11.4 per cert. 
New Industrial insurance amounted to $219,144,- 
000 against $193,365,000—a gain of 13.3 per 
cent. New Group insurance was $99,773,000 
against $56,926,000—a gain of 75.3 per cent. 

For the first eight months of 1929, the total 
of all classes written was $8,651,501,000 against 
$8,047,076,000 during the same period of 1928— 
a gain of 7.5 per cent. New Ordinary insurance 
amounted to $5,939,988,000 aaginst $5,527,659,- 
000—a gain of 7.5 per cent. New Industrial in- 
surance was $1,953,371,000 against $1,811,050,- 
000—a gain of 7.9 per cent. New Group insur- 
ance was $758,142,000 against $708,367,000—a 
gain of 7.0 per cent.

Old American of Little Rock and 
Springfield Join Forces—Lloyd 
W. Judd to Retire From 
Business 
Littte Rock, Ark., Sept. 16.—Consolidation 
of the Old American Insurance Company of 
Little Rock and the Springfield Life Insurance 
Company of Springfield, Mo., has been an- 
nounced by Lloyd W. Judd, president of the 
Old American company. Details of the transfer 
will be completed in about 10 days, Mr. Judd 

said. 

In the consolidation, Mr. Judd will -sell his 
entire interest in the Little Rock company to 
the Springfield company, he said, and probably 
will devote his entire time for the present to his 
real estate holdings. His announcement was not 
forthcoming as to the location of headquarters 
of the consolidated companies, but it was said 
the home office probably will be in Springfield. 

The Old American company was the result 
of the consolidation by Mr. Judd of several 
other companies. They included the Home 
Mutual Life Insurance Company of Little Rock, 
the Farmers Mutual Benefit of Fayetteville, 
the Cape Girardeau Life Insurance Company of 
Cape Girrardeau, Mo., the Commonwealth Life 
Insurance Company of Little Rock and the 
People’s Life Insurance Company of Little 
Rock. The Old American has had an annual 
payroll in Little Rock of $25.000 and did 
business in Missouri and Oklahoma, as well as 
Arkansas. Mr. Judd would not give the con- 
sideration involved in the merger of the Old 
American and Springfield companies, but it 
was said that he will receive a substantial pre- 
mium for his stock.

Of the last amount $1,540,211,456 went to policy- 
holders and their beneficiaries. 

As compared with 1927, the life companies 
reporting to New York show increases for 1928 
as follows: In assets, $1,338,914,212; liabilities, 
$1,265,006,467 ; income, $348,102,431; disburse- 
ments, $247,709,490. 

The aggregate number of policies in force on 
January 1, 1929, was: ordinary, 22,454,695; in- 
dustrial, 71,971,497; and the whole amount of 
insurance in force: ordinary, $64,367,443,227 ; 
industrial, $14,206,989,776. Under ordinary are 
included 14,833 group policies amounting to 
$7,351,312, covering about five million em- 
ployees. 

The addition of six and a half billions of 
fraternal and assessment insurance carried by 
these organizations authorized in New York 
makes the amount of life insurance carried by 
all organizations reporting to New York at the 
beginning of this year close to eighty-five bil- 
lions of dollars. Reliable estimates indicate that 
the total of all classes of life insurance held at 
the beginning of 1929 in the United States was

something over one hundred billion dollars. 

The important position of life insurance in 
the State of New York is revealed by the fol- 
lowing summary of old-line company business 
in the state: 

Policies issued in 1928: ordinary 617,469, for 
$2,111,765,530; group 320, for $543,744,979; in- 
dustrial 2,189,027, for $701,231,802. 

Policies in force in New York January 1, 
1929: ordinary 4,334,218, for $12,353,001,541 ; 
group 2,204, for $1,423,130; industrial 14,617,- 
802, for $3,330,545,314; gain for the year 1928 
in policies 963,777, in amount $1,659,299,426. 

Total premiums received in New York on 
these several classes in 1928 were $592,554,827 ; 
claims incurred, $148,182,043 ; claims paid, $145,- 
587,836.

Toronto, Ont., Sept. 16—The 12th Annual 
the Association of 
Superintendents of Insurance of the Provinces 


Conference of Provincial 
of Canada concluded this afternocn with a long 
private executive session at the Royal York 
hotel. The following officers were elected for 
the coming year: President, H. G. Garrett, 
3ritish Columbia; B. A. Dugal, Vice President, 
Quebec; R. Leighton Foster, Secretary-Treas- 
urer, Ontario. 

The 1930 meeting place and date were not 
definitely fixed beyond the conclusicn to meet 
in Western Canada some time during the month 
of September or October. 

The most important decision reached by the 
conference in respect to life insurance was to 
concur in the representation of the Life Officers 
Association and postpone for one year the en- 
actment of any legislation with respect to dis- 
ability benefits in life insurance contracts or 
by way of incorporating in provincial law the 
provisions of Section 91 and other sections rela- 
tive to contracts of life insurance presently con- 
tained in the Dominion Insurance Act. 

The recommendation of the 
Life Insurance Reserve Standards was adopted, 
which means that there will be no change in 
the Provincial Standard for at least another 


year. 


Committee on 


The conference decided not to appoint a spe- 
cial committee to consider the proposed draft 
bill. Regarding the licensing of life insurance 
agents, believing that a committee of the whole 
conference should deal with the subject and 
that the views of two provinces should be ex- 
perienced by any sub-committee. The draft 
bill will have the careful consideration of every 
department during the next year, when it will 
come up for further and possibly final revision. 

The report of the Committee on Fire Insur- 
ance was adopted and the laws of Ontario, Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta will be amended with 
respect to tornado and windstorm insurance in 
the case of other than manufacturing and mer- 
cantile risks. 

Superintendents Heath and Dugal were ap- 
pointed a special committee to consider and re- 
port to the next conference. 

The important subject of liability of insurers 
to third party claimants in actions arising out 
of motor vehicle accidents was referred to a

Loses in Application for Order 
on Insurance Issue 





Plaintiff's Protest Based on Fact That 
Certain Provisions Have Proven 
Confusing in Past 

In a judgment handed down recently at Os- 
goode Hall, Toronto, Mr. Justice Rose dis- 
missed the motion of the Attorney-General of 
Canada for an order striking out the statement 
of Claim made by the Attorney-General of On- 
tario in action brought by the latter against the 
former for a declaration that certain sections 
of the Dominion Insurance Act are ultra vires 
the Parliament of Canada. 

The plaintiffs statement in claim asserts that 
“Questions have arisen as to the validity of 
various provisions of Dominion legislation af- 
fecting insurance in force from time to time and 
some of the questions have reached the courts, 
resulting in certain important provisions being 
declared ultra vires. The Dominion Act as in 
the revised statutes of 1927 does not as the 
plaintiff submits, give full effect to such de- 
cisions, and companies and persons desiring to 
insure or to be insured, and the plaintiff as 
minister in charge of the administration of the 
Ontario Insurance Department, and al! govern- 
ment officials administering insurance laws are 
seriously embarrassed owing to the doubt that 
exists as to whether the whole or any part 
of the Dominion Insurance Act has the force 
of law.” 

The defendant, the Attorney-General of Can- 
ada, in the motion dismissed by his lordship, 
asked for the striking out of this and the as- 
sertions in the statement of claim on the 
grounds that it “discloses no reasonable cause 
of action.”

Annual Meeting of the Associ- 
ation to Be Held at the Hotel 
Astor, New York, Dec. 12-13 


John R. Plasdiee te Chairman 


Survey on Life Insurance Habits of 
Americans One of Several Inter- 
esting Features Scheduled 





New York, Sept. 18.—John R. Hardin, Pres- 
ident of the Mutual Benefit Life Insurance 
Company of Newark, N. J., will be the chair- 
man of the Twenty-third Annual Convention of 
the Association of Life Insurance Presidents, 
to be held at the Hotel Astor, New York, on 
Thursday and Friday, December 12th and 13th. 
The theme of the convention will be “Advancing 
Social and Economic Standards Through Busi- 
ness Vision.” 

The Association’s announcement of the plans 
of the convention discloses that an original, na- 
tion-wide survey covering thousands of death 
claim payments has been under way since last 
Spring to answer adequately certain broad ques- 
tions of national interest. This survey, which 
is being conducted for the Association by one 
of the large companies, will reveal important 
facts regarding the insurance habits of the 
American public. 

Formal invitations to attend the meeting are 
now going forward to the executive officers of 
all of the life insurance companies in the United 
States and Canada, to the insurance supervis- 
ing officials of the two countries, and to others 
prominently identified with the life insurance 
business. 

The scope of this year’s convention is out- 
lined in the following statement by Manager 
George T. Wight of the Association: 

“Constructive study of the life insurance hab- 
its of Americans will form part of the discus- 
sion at the Twenty-third Annual Convention 
of the Association. Questions frequently asked 
in economic circles and never adequately an- 
swered because of lack of definite information 
are: “What proportion of the estate left by 
the average American consists of life insur- 
ance?” “What is the relationship of such in- 
surance proceeds to the income of the decedent ?” 
In other words, exactly how much help is life 
insurance giving and what part is it playing 
in the history of the average American family 
in the large city, the town and the country 
neighborhood ? 

“These and other questions covering the uses 
of insurance for a representative cross section 
of the entire country will be answered at the 
convention by the results of an original survey 
that has been under way since last spring. 
This survey is being generously conducted for 
the convention by a member company—one of 
the largest life insurance corporations in the 
United States. The company, in conducting this 
survey, has segregated thousands of proofs of 
death, where the total payments by it and other 
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companies on given decedents ranged from 
$5,000 to $40,000. Each of these cases was then 
personally investigated to ascertain the total 
amount of the estate, the yearly income of the 
decedent and other collateral information. 
From the data now being compiled there will be 
presented to the convention a composite pic- 
ture of what life insurance is doing to help the 
average American family to carry on after the 
death of the policyholder. It is expected that 
consideration of these data will stimulate further 
plans for betterment of life insurance service. 
“In this and other ways this year’s conven- 
tion will seek to demonstrate the influence of 
American business leadership generally in

That the general agents of the Attna Life 
Insurance Company must set themselves the 
task for the coming year of bettering their 
capacity to manage their field organization, 
was the crux of the keynote address by Vice 
President K. A. Luther at the opening session

ot the A©tna Life’s sixth annual general agents’ 
conference held last week at the New Ocean 
House, Swampscott, Mass. 

In his address Mr. Luther emphasizes the 
point that the need for an ‘introspective’ con- 
sideration of the management end of our busi- 
nses had been made more than ever apparent 
to him by the regional meetings for A®tna 
agents that have just recently been held in 

irious parts of the country. 

“To me,” he said, “they emphasize more 

ever the great asset that is the Com- 
pany’s in its full-time organization. They 
strengthen my conviction that the growth, in- 
crease and permanent development of our busi- 
ess, both as regards quality and quantity, must 
depend to a very large extent, if not almost 
entirely, on the growth, increase, and per- 
manent development of our all-time organiza- 
tion.” 

President Morgan B. Brainard presided at 
the opening session of the conference and; as 
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at all previous conferences, delivered the ad- 
dress of welcome. He extended a cordial invi- 
tation to the conference and assured those 
present of his appreciation of their loyalty to 
the company and of his admiration of the won- 
derful work they are doing as heads of the 
7Etna Life’s field organizations in this coun- 
try and Canada. He commented upon the fine 
spirit evident at these conferences, that he en- 
joys a record of perfect attendance at them, 
and that he intends to let nothing interfere 
with that record in the future. 

Mr. Brainard spoke at some length about 
the Aftna Life’s new building now in process 
of erection at Hartford, Connecticut, and gave 
statistics on the details of construction progress 
up to the present. 

Speaking of the company’s business for the 
past year, he expressed satisfaction with the 
volume done by all companies and with the 
progress they all have made. 

The response of the field was voiced by 
E. H. Lestock Gregory, A<tna general agent 
at San Francisco. Mr. Gregory accepted the 
occasion to request that President Brainard 
make more frequent visits to the field. He 
said that such an intimate acquaintance with 
him for the men in the field would have defi- 
nite practicable value. 

Mr. Luther’s keynote address followed, after 
which General Agent R. H. Keffer of New 
York City delivered a vigorous and highly in- 
structive paper on “What an A©tna franchise 
means to me.” He stated as his opinion that a 
general agency is an unusual opportunity, but 
one calling for heavy responsibility. This re- 
sponsibility, he said, was primarily that of 
adequate investment in the business. 

What a general agent should do in his com- 
munity and the importance of his own personal 
development were discussed by officials and 
general agents at the second business session. 
Three general agents of the A<tna Life pre- 
sented papers at this session on topics that 
went immediately to the heart of the confer- 
ence keynote which was “The Man in Man- 
agement.” Contrary to the usual practice at 
such meetings, attention was turned directly 
to self-analysis of the men who were present 
at this conference. The first topic to be taken 
up was “Creating Community Contacts” on 
which a paper was read by F. L. Wells of 
3altimore, Md., and supplementary papers were 
presented for the consideration of the confer- 
ence by O. T. Cropper of Topeka, Kansas, and 
J. P. Graham, Jr., of New York City. 

“Organizing Personal Effort” was the sec- 
ond subject, handled in the same manner, H. K. 
Schoch of Boston delivering the main address, 
and supplementary papers by H. C. Hubbell of 
New York City and Neil Flenner of Spokane, 
Washington. The last group on the morning 
program, T. Mount Searles of Newark, ‘the 
main address and supplements by A. E. Mielens 
of Milwaukee, Wisconsin, and E. D. Luther 
of New Haven, took up the subject “The Man- 
ager—An Analyzer of Men.” 

Each group was followed by open discus- 
sion. General Agent Gordon H. Campbell of 
Little Rock, Arkansas, presided. 

In his opening comments on the topic “The 
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Manager—An Analyzer of Men,” T. M. Searles 
called attention to the tremendous ‘turn-over’ 
in agents entering and leaving the business. 
He quoted the figures of the National Asso- 
ciation of Life Underwriters that of the 200,- 
000 agents in the business, there are 60,000 to 
80,000 leaving the business every year. “What 
most agents need,” he said, “is cold-blooded, 
hard-boiled analysis of their weakness, and most 
managers are unable to put their finger on the 
specific weakness or if they are able to, they 
generally haven’t the courage to come for- 
ward and tell the man.” 

Each man taken into an organization to sell 
life insurance should be analyzed for type and 
ability, was the opinion of E. D. Luther. He 
stated in his talk on analyzing men that he 
constantly watches his men to determine 
whether their inclinations lie in the direction of 
continuing as a large personal producer, or

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becoming a general agent, or of no direction 
at all. He considers some decision here very 
necessary to the building up of his agency. 

At the session held during the evening Mr. 
Luther announced the “new Building Cam- 
paign” for ordinary and group insurance that 
is to be held during the last three months of 
this year. 

The Company quota for the Campaign is to 
be $140,000,000 and all agencies will be given 
quotas which have been calculated on the basis 
of their 1928 records. 

Attractive bronze medallions, showing the 
new building will be awarded to all fulltime 
agents producing $50,000 or more of business 
during the campaign. 

E. C. Bowen, secretary, Accident & Liability 
Department talked on the writing of accident 
and health insurance at the third session. 

“The general agent, and the agent,’ Mr. 
3owen stated, “owes a duty, especially to policy-

for the Field Force 


Home Office Remoutines Speak 





Co-operation Between Various De- 
partments for Benefit of Public, 
Keynote of Program 





Cooperation is the lesson which is being 
taught the agents of the company by the Equit- 
able Life Assurance Society of New York in 
its series of annual educational conferences for 
the field force. The Royal York Hotel in 
Toronto was the scene of three of the five 
agency division meetings held recently. 

The Eastern meeting was held September 
9th, 10th and 11th and included the New Eng- 
land States and New. York State outside of 
New York City. The conference of the New 
York Metropolitan District followed on Friday 
and Saturday the 13th and 14th, while the 
agents of the Central or Midwestern district 
gathered on Monday and Tuesday and Wed- 
nesday of this week. : 

These three group meetings will be suppie- 
mented by that of the southern district in Wash- 
ington the week of September 23 and at the 
same time the agents of the west will convene 
at Delmonte, Cal. 

The underlying theme, cooperation, will be 
the same at all the conferences while the pro- 
gram will be varied only by the speakers who 
lead the programmed discussions. 

The session of the New York Metropolitan 
district was called on Friday morning at ten 
o'clock with some nine hundred large produc- 
ers in attendance, with Frank L. Jones, vice 
president in the chair. The general topic was 
the cooperation of the Home office in respect 
to the Public, the policyholder and the Agency 
Force. In opening the conference Frank L. 
Jones developed under his subject Cooperation 
—the Principle of Life, the thought that there 
is no worth while progress possible under mod- 
ern conditions that is not predicated upon mu- 
tual helpfulness and coordinated team work. 
With this keynote as fundamental basis Wm. 
Alexander dwelt upon the history of the Equit- 
able which has for seventy years expanded 
and progressed because of its constant coopera- 
tive attitude. 

Wm. J. Graham, vice president, outlined the 
position of the company in its effort to work 
with the public and pointed out some of innu- 
merable programs which had been instituted in 
behalf of public betterment. 

What we are doing to cooperate with policy 
holders and agents was answered for the actu- 
arial department by Robert Henderson, vice 
president and actuary and for the medical de- 
partment Dr. Thomas H. Rockwall, medical 
director. Second vice president W. W. Kling- 
man whose agency in St. Paul led the com- 
pany in production in August succinctly ex- 
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plained what was implied and what was to 
be expected irom the company by the agency 
organization under the heading of Cooperating 
with the Field. 

The second session was held on Friday morn- 
ing and was participated in by many of those 
in attendance. The general topic was the co- 
operation of the Field Force with respect to 
the Agency, the home office and the client. 
Harold R. Wolting superintendent of agencies 
spoke first on Supervision as being the essence 
of cooperation. 

Horace Witson and W. J. Dunsmore, agency 
managers spoke on the inter-agency coopera- 
tion required of the Managerial staff. Other 
subjects on the program were Team Work— 
Intra-Agency Cooperation with Milton Wieller 
burg, unit manager of the Kalman Wieller 
Agency, and Charles Wasser, unit manager of 
the J. T. Haviland Agency. A symposium by 
three leading producers under the title coopera- 
tion with the home office—Is the Field Force 
Keeping Pace?—was handled by Leon G. Si- 
mon of the Ford Agency. Lloyd Bunling of 
the H. H. Pennock Agency, who lead the dis- 
trict in number cases for the first seven months 
of 1929 and H. E. Brown of the H. S. Gierhart 
Agency. Following an exposition of the meth- 
ods of cooperation with the client and his bene- 
ficiary by Albert G. Borden, second vice presi- 
dent, there was a discussion of this important 
subject from the floor by J. D. Freund of the 
J. M. Riehle Agency, Fred S. Goldstandt, gen- 
eral agent A. T. Covall of the Samuel Karsh 
Agency and Glenn B. Dorr of the Wm. J. 
Dunsmore Agency. 

Twenty three medallions were awarded to 
all who wrote $1,000,000 worth of group insur- 
ance for the eight months including week Aug. 
31, 1929. In addition to this certificates were 
presented to all who wrote $1,000,000 of group 
insurance in the recent $100,000,000 drive of 
one hundred days in honor of Vice President 
Graham. Certificates were also presented to 
those who wrote $500,000 of business as well 
as to those who secured any new business. 
This drive which was the first was made by 
the Equitable. The pioneer in the field was 
most successful.

View of Preparing Students for 
American College Degree 
The fact that Des Moines is one of the out- 
standing insurance centers in the mid-west has 
prompted Drake University of this city to of- 
fer a special course that will prepare students 
for the degree from the American College of 
Life Underwriters. Dean L. E. Hoffman, head 
of the commercial department of Drake, will 

have the new feature in charge.

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Reselling at the Time of Delivery 


How Agents Can Cut Down the Lapse Ratio by Emphasizing 


Insurance Benefits to the New Policyholders— 


A Profit Sharing Service

Y own personal experience together 
M with what I have heard a good many 
other agents relate confirms the idea 
with me that when policies are being delivered 
is one of the very best times of “clinching” 
a sale and making it impossible for a competing 
agent to come along and dislodge the business. 
To my way of thinking, the agent, who over- 
looks “reselling” at the time of delivery, is 
overlooking something that will be of inestim- 
able importance to him, and the least of which 
will not be a financial loss. When business 
lapses or is allowed to go out of benefit for 
any cause, it is a distinct loss to every one con- 
cerned. It is a loss, first to the policyholder, 
second to the company, and third and last, to 
the agent, himself. The greatest loss that the 
agent sustains is that of having a full realization 
of not seeing the policy serve the ends for which 
it was originally intended. A lapsed policy is 
no good to any one, and there are many sad 
cases where people have been all the sadder 
because they let their insurance lapse. And 
the more I think about it, the more I believe 
this: Most business begins to lapse at the time 
of delivery than at any other time. 


Arrears Pressage Lapses 

I have heard this: arrears are the forerunner 
of lapses, and I believe it to be true, but I 
believe I have discovered that a policy first 
begins to get in arrears at the time it is 
placed and not at another time. There are 
many exceptions, of course, but I believe that 
if a policy is delivered as it should be, that it 
will not be likely to lapse. At least that has 
been my own individual experience. Every 
time, I try to deliver a policy, I try to place 
that policy so well, and try to reemphasize 
some of the things said at the time the sale 
was made, that they are thoroughly “sold” on 
me, and the company and the contract which 
I have presented to them, that they will not 
only be anxious to keep it, but will also become 
boosters among their friends. They will want 
them to take advantage of the same thing they 
have because they are made to realize that it 
is indeed a good thing to have. And that is 
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a strange twist of human nature, but there 
seems to be inborn in every human heart the 
idea of sharing the good things of life with 
their fellow men and their neighbors and 
friends. 

One thing to bear in mind in this respect 
is that many changes may have _ taken 
place between the time the application was 
written and the time of delivery that would

change things completely. The policyholder or 
the parents may have met with reverse over 
which they had no control that might have been 
for the worse while, occasionally, just the 
opposite occurs. And then again, they may 
have been only half convinced at the time the 
application was made, unless a settlement was 
made at the time which should be done when- 
ever possible. Then, it may have been that 
he has thought things over, and may have 
reached the conclusion that he “rushed” into 
the thing without having fully determined in 
his own mind that he really wanted what he 
had signed up for. Then, he may want you 
to release him and he will usually try to use 
his best tact and judgment to make you think 
that he does not want to be unfair in the 
matter. 

When an agent meets a man of that type, 
the first thing he should do is to congratulate 


him for his sense of fair play, and his desire 
to be good for his word, but I usually make 
some such remark as this: “Mr. Prospect, I 
appreciate your desire to be fair with me, but 
you will recall that I advanced the idea of being 
fair to your wife and children at the time I 
canvassed you, and that is the thought I would 
like to have you bear in mind. Just answer 
this question: ‘Would it be fair to them now, 
after getting a good proposition like this in 
your hands and then you back out?’ I am sure 
that if some misfortune overtook you that you 
would always regret it, and this I am sure 
you would never wish to happen.” And at 
other times, he will not altogether try to get 
out of his obligation but will not make a very 
strenuous attempt to meet it. And all of these 
premises will only offer the ambitious agent 
an opportunity to convince his client that the 
service he has talked of is now a reality. 

Delivering the policy offers a_ threefold 
opportunity to establish a frank confidence, and 
to get on his good side, and to convince him 
that he has really started the best movement 
he has ever started. This threefold opportunity 
may be summarized as follows: 


A Threefold Opportunity 

First—It enables you to strengthen his loy- 
alty to you, your company, your plan, and his 
family which should be emphasized with all 
the power at your command. You can 
strengthen his loyalty by merely pointing out 
to him that the policy is nothing more than 
a contract of service, and that it is very specific, 
as it outlines just what the salesman and the 
company promises, and what the policyholder 
has a right to expect, and assure him that he 
will not be disappointed in his expectations. 
Refer him when you can to some of his friends 
and neighbors who have had a chance to test 
out the promises of your company, and when 
he knows these things are so, he will certainly 
give you his loyalty and co-operation, and the 
frank confidence that should exist between him 
and yourself will have already been established. 

Second.—He may have suspected that you 
kept the maximum of your sales talk in the 
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background, in other words, that only 
showed him the “right side” without showing 
him some of the darker side of the picture 
also, and he may have assumed or desired the 
impossible. Frequently, I run across a good 
many people who will make the complaint that 
they may carry the policy a while and then 
misfortune may overtake them, and then they 
would lose all they have paid in. To an ob- 
jection of this kind, I usually ask them if 
they would fail to rent a house because they 
had no way of knowing that misfortune would 
not overtake them? Would they hesitate about 
buying a piece of property for the same reason ? 
And if they did buy a piece of property and 
later found themselves unable to pay it, what 
Would it be given to 


you 


would become of it? 
them just the same? 

Suppose they buy furniture on the instalment 
plan and after a short while they fall down 
on their payments, what will become of that 
furniture? What will the radio dealer do if 
they pay a few payments and then quit them 
right off the bat? Would he give it to them 
or would they forfeit their right to its owner- 
ship? These questions can be multiplied many, 
many times to show that they are laboring 
under a misapprehension, and that they are 
just expecting more than they have a right to 
expect. Then hit them with this blunt ques- 
tion: Why regard insurance as any more un- 
certain than any other business proposition ? 
And make them answer. 

Third.—Give a frank definition, explanation 
or admission of the policy limits and what it 
proposes to do. No policy should ever be de- 
livered without doing this and it can be more 
easily and effectively done when the delivery 
is made than at any other time because you 
have the contract right before you and there 
can be no misunderstanding. 
features of the contract in detail, and welcome 
any questions that he might want to ask, and 
instead of giving him your own answer read

what the very words of the contract say, and 
by doing this you will only be “reselling” him 
and clinching the arguments made at the time 
of the canvass. 


























And that will make a satisfied 
policyholder satisfied at the right time. Cet 
him sold early and he will stay sold. 


Four Delivery Hints 

There are four points that should be borne 
in mind in making delivery of a policy contract, 
as follows: 

First.—First go over the ‘points you made 
when you secured the application so as to re- 
lieve his mind of any misrepresentation and 
this will help to resell him. Remind him of 
any hint of suspicion that the policy is just 
what you proposed to him, and this will show 
him that you are on the square. And one of 
the best ways I have ever found of delivering 
a policy is to make a start something like this: 
“You will recall that when I took your appli- 
cation, that I 
ceed to ghow him that the contract contains 
that very thing.

said this * and then pro- 


your fairness and will cause him to know that 
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he is dealing with an honest man. In addition 
to that show as many additional benefits as 
you can that were not explained in the be- 
ginning. This will convince him that he is not 
only getting what he bought but that he is 
getting more than he contracted for. And any 
man likes to see himself getting a better bargain 
than he first thought he bargained for. This 
is only natural, and any agent must use it to 
advantage if he would resell when he delivers. 

Second.—Check the correctness of all proper 
names, going over the name of the policyholder, 
and be sure that he sees the beneficiary is 
properly given, and when possible, call the 
beneficiary in that she may also see it, and 
when you have the beneficiary lined up on 
the proposition, she is going to help you resell 
it as she will have a personal interest in it. 
And by all means, bear this in mind: Stress the 
benefits. 


Talk Money Value 


Third—Dwell upon the money side of the 
policy, its face amount or what it may be worth, 
always bearing in mind that money is always 
a source of great interest, especially when it 
is to be received. And center his attention on 
the benefits to be derived from carrying the 
contract, and you will soon find that it is 
unnecessary to emphasize the premium because 
that will take care of itself. We know that 
is true because if we convince him that he 
ought to have it, and let him see wherein he 
is to be benefitted, he will make some arrange- 
ments to pay it. 

Fourth.—Reduce your explanation of the 
contracts to the more essential and favorable 
provisions. Do not attempt to read the whole 
policy to him, but read enough to show that 
he has more than he thought he had when you 
took the application and then wind up something 
like this: “Now, Mr. Jones, I am sure that you 
can get a good understanding of the contract 
from what I have told you, but if you do 
not understand any of its provisions, after 







having gone over it after I am gone, feel free 
to ask any question that might occur to you, 
and we will either explain it or get one from 
the home office, and bear this in mind, please: 
Our service has just begun, and we want you 
to feel free to call upon us at any time be- 
cause we only succeed as we serve. When 
the opportunity comes, we shall be only too 
glad to render you the service to which you are 
entitled.” 

There are many good phrases and thought 
that can be brought into service in making 
delivery of policies, and these should always 
be used by the agent. Among a few of the 
more common ones frequently used, to which 
many others could be used are the following, 
which the agent should emphasize: 

Do today what tomorrow may not let you do. 
Talk a lot about this phase of the matter. 
Something might impair the health of the 
poclicyholder by tomorrow so that you would 
be forbidden to deliver it if you wanted to 5 4 
do so. & 

Will your widow dress as your wife does 
now? If it is on the children and death 
should take one of them would he be able 
to meet the emergency without any embarrass- 
ment? These and many other questions could 
be brought up under this head. 

Hell is paved with good intentions, so the 
old proverb goes. There are a great many 
things of this nature that could be and should 
be said, and the agent who wishes to resell 
them, will literally have his mind filled with 
them. But, last, but by no means least, the 
following should be borne in mind: It is 
the time of times for making him your friend 
and seeing to it that he is well pleased. By 
doing this, you will not only be able to resell 
the policy, but will tie him to yourself and 
company in such a way that he will keep the 
policy, and this will confirm that old familiar 
insurance maxim that “the business that pays 
is the business that stays.” 
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The above cartoon tells it’s own story, the moral of which is obvious—one that the agent 
who aspires to success in the life insurance field should not ignore. The average pros- 
pect has a natural antipathy toward figures and technical terms, whereas he will respond 
more readily if your proposition is put to him in a cheerful and plain manner, without 

a lot of fuss and feathers

By his recognition of his responsibilities to 
others the policyholder has contributed to the 
general good of society. 

C—Elimination of poverty. 

No greater single voluntary factor tending 
toward the elimination of poverty exists than 
the institution of life insurance. 

D—Protecting the Home. 

The payments of mortgages through life in- 
surance is of tremendous good to society. 

E—Education. 

Life insurance provisions for education of 
children are assuring better citizens for the fu- 
ture. 

F. Perpetuation of Business. 

Indemnity on the death of the head of a 
business keeps the business intact—gives the 
family of the decedent a continuance of his in- 
terest and keeps the emloypees of the business in 
their jobs. 

G. Improvement of Credit.

Question. Why is a good superficial per- 
sonality so important. to the life insurance sales- 
man? Why is a good personality not so im- 
portant in a business way to the carpenter, book- 
keeper, or civil engineer? 

Answer: A good superficial personality is 
important because a prospect will not buy if he 
dislikes the salesman’s personality even if he 
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appreciates the importance of life insurance, 
and there is very little opportunity for him to 
learn much about what life insurance will do 
for him since he is not in a receptive frame of 
mind and will take the first opportunity to close 
the interview. In order to have access to a pros- 
pect and be able to present the proposition, the 
underwriter must make a favorable impression 
since he ordinarily has no means other than a 
compelling personality to make the prospect 
listen. He may know all about insurance but 
he needs an opportunity to show the prospect 
what life insurance can do for him if he is to 
sell any. A carpenter, bookkeeper or civil en- 
gineer, however, doesn’t have the same contact 
with the public and is judged by the product 
which he turns out rather than by his personal- 
ity. Moreover, if a prospect is sold on the idea 
of life insurance, there are any number of 
agents with whom he may place the order but 
when it comes to carpentry or engineering, he 
will take the line of least resistance and employ 
the man nearest home if his work is good. Even 
here, however, personality plays some part, for 
all other things being equal, people deal with 
those who are courteous and agreeable. 


Commercial Law and Insurance Law. 


Question: Riegel, a creditor, who held a 
policy of insurance for $6,000 on the life of his 
debtor (Bolton), whose whereabouts were un- 
known, finding tt difficult to pay the premiunis, 
made an arrangement with the insurance com- 
pany under which the policy was surrendered, 
and a paid-up policy for $2,500 was issued by 
the company and accepted by him in lieu of the 
policy surrendered. At the time of this transac- 
tion, both parties acted on the supposition that 
the assured was alive, but, in point of fact, he 
had been dead ten days. Riegel claims the 
$6.000, but the insurance company refuses to 
pay more than $2,500. How much can Riegel 
recover? Give reasoning, stating legal principle 
involved. 

* * * 

Answer: There are two points of law which 
might arise in this case, the first one being 
whether there has been a novation or new con- 
tract which has replaced the old and the second 
whether the creditor has an insurable interest 
to the extent of $6,000. (a) As to the first 
I should say that the company should be liable 
for the full $6,000 as Reality of Consent was 
lacking in drawing up the new policy. Mistake, 
misrepresentation, fraud, undue influence or 
force will be admitted as evidence to show 
there has been no reality of consent to a con- 
tract. In this case both the creditor and the 
company were acting on the assumption that 
the insured was alive, which, of course, was 
a mistake. Therefore, reality of consent to the 
new contract was lacking. 

Moreover, under the terms of the original 
contract the beneficiary’s rights had already 
hecome vested at the time the new contract 
was arranged. Obviously, unless he was 
laboring under a mistake he wouldn’t have 
been willing to accept $2,500 in lieu of $6,000 
for which he already had a claim. (b) The 
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second point involves the extent of a creditor’s 
insurable interest in the life of a debtor. There 
are three general rules governing this. 

1. The Pennsylvania rule entitles a creditor 
to insure for the debt plus interest and insurance 
premiums for the debtors’s expectancy of life 
according to the Carlisle Table and 4 per cent 
interest. 

2. Under the Supreme Court rule, the 
amount of insurance must not be dispropor- 
tionate to the amount of the debt. 

3. Under the Texas rule, the creditor is 
entitled to receive from the insurance carrier 
the amount of the debt plus premiums and com- 
pound interest, the balance of the policy being 
paid to the insured’s beneficiaries. 

Summary: The company would be liable for 
the full $6,000 but whether Riegel would re- 
ceive that or a lesser sum would depend upon 
the law and court decisions in the particular 
State with respect to a creditor’s insurable 
interest in the life of a debtor. 





Question: Fox urged his employees to take 
out life insurance, and suggested that they 
talk the matter over with an insurance solicitor 
named Boyd, One of the employees (Cox) 
wanted to take out a policy, but was unable 
to pay the premium. Fox said to Boyd: “Have 
the policy issued, and I will personally guarantee 
that you will get the money from Cox.” The 
policy was issued, but Cox failed to pay the 
premium, and shortly thereafter left the employ 
of Fox. Boyd sued Fox on his promise. Fox 
defended on the ground that his promise was 
not in writing. Can Boyd recover? Give 
reasoning, stating legal principle involved. 

x ok x 


Answer: Boyd cannot recover. 

Fox guaranteed payment of the premium by 
Cox without any consideration being received 
for his guarantee. The continuance of Cox’s 
working for Fox for a time after the guaraniee 
was no consideration for Fox’s assuming the 
obligation. Where a contract of guaranty is 
entered into the laws of most States require 
special formality, i. e., that the contract must 
be evidenced in writing in the absence of any 
special consideration. Even had there been 
a consideration paid to Fox for his guarantee, 
I believe that a written contract would be 
necessary. Lacking this special formality re- 
quired of such contracts Fox is relieved and 
Boyd cannot recover. 





Question: Dawson and Fee were partners 
conducting a general insurance business. They 
rented a suite of offices and engaged in an 
extensive advertising campaign. Fee was the 
active manager of the business. Business did 
not develop as expected, and Dawson told Fee 
to make no further contracts for advertising; 
that tf he did, he (Dawson) would not be 
responsible for them, Fee, nevertheless, signed, 
in behalf of the firm, a renewal contract for 
advertising in the Daily World. Subsequently 
the Daily World sued the firm for advertising 
charges. (a) Would the Daily World be en- 
titled to judgment against the firm? (b) If a 
judgment is obtained against a partnership, and 





the firm and all the partners except one are 
without assets, can the creditor get satisfaction 
for his judgment out of the assets of the 
solvent partner? Give reasoning. 

Answer: (a) The Daily World can recover 
a judgment against the firm. 

A partner is a general agent of the partner- 
ship and has powers coextensive with those of 
the partnership. He can bind the firm to any 
act within reason; sale of the assets of the 
firm in toto or conveyance of real estate regis- 
tered in the name of the firm, etc., being as 
a general agent of the firm of which he was 
a partner and general manager. Dawson is 
estopped from denying liability. 

(b) Yes, a creditor can satisfy his judgment 
out of the assets of the one solvent partner 
because a partner is unlimitedly liable from 
his personal estate for all debts of the partner- 
ship. This is one of the characteristics of the 
partnership form of organization. 





Question: (a) What requirements does the 
Negotiable Instruments Act prescribe concern- 
ing the form of a negotiable promissory note? 

(b) What advantages does the holder in due 
course of a negotiable note have over the 
assignee of a non-negotiable contract? 

* * * 

Answer: (a) The Negotiable Instruments 
Act prescribes that a negotiable promissory 
note should be an 

1. Unconditional promise 

2. In writing 

3. To pay a certain sum of money 

4. To the order, of a particular person or to 

bearer 

5. At a fixed or determinable future time. 

(b) The holder in due course of a negotiable 
note is free from any set-offs which might 
have been good against the maker either at 
the time the note was drawn or subsequently. 
In other words, he is not subject to such 
defenses as that there was no consideration, 
the payee had not fulfilled the contract for 
which the note was given, etc. 

In case of assignment of an non-negotiable 
contract, the assignee receives no better rights 
than the assignor had. Therefore, to take a 
fire insurance contract as an illustration, if the 
policy is void as to the assignor because of 
some violation, it is also void as to the assignee. 


Bureau’s New Member Companies

OW many men realize that they can hands of an agent who familiarizes himself 
make selling easier? One of the most 


effective methods is approaching 
through the eye as well as through the ear. 
Nearly every company publishes a_policy- 
holders’ magazine, to be distributed among old 
policyholders and to new prospects, through its 
agents. Besides this, companies issue various 
leaflets and pamphlets, not always dealing with 
insurance subjects, but sometimes treating of 
health, and even household hints. There are 
baby books and cooking recipes. Such literature 
is always timely, and it nearly always engages 
interest. 
Literature and Straight Canvassing 


Some agents write very little business as a 
result of the first straight canvass call on a 
prospect. Nevertheless, very wisely, they de- 
vote a certain part of their time to systematic 
straight canvassing. They report that by this 
system they get a large number of prospects 
they could never find by any ether means, and 
later they close many of these prospects on 
subsequent calls. 

During the first call it is a good idea to 
leave a piece of printed matter such as described 
above. Even if it is a health folder, or a 
cook book, it serves to link the subject of life 
insurance in the mind of the prospect with the 
agent and company. One Southern industrial 
life company is furnishing its agents with seven 
different canvassing novelties and pamphlets at 
the present time. The president of the company 
feels that it is a wise expenditure. 


Claim Lists 

Some companies publish at regular intervals, 
lists of death and disability claims paid. These 
lists are as good canvassing material as can 
possibly be obtained. They not only suggest 
the possibility of misfortune which insurance 
guards against, but they possess a keen interest 
for the prospect. 

In some sections, industrial classes move 
about very frequently from town to town. As 
a rule they are not close readers of newspapers, 
and they welcome these claim lists, because 
they enable the reader to find out who has died 
in a neighboring town. 

Then, too, when a claim has been paid, and 
the fact published, the beneficiary will keep 
the list including the name for weeks and weeks, 
showing it to neighbors and_ friends. 

Several years ago THE Specrator published 
a little volume by William Alexander, called 
“Life Insurance Fables.” This can be made one 
of the most effective canvassing aids in the 
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Each message in the book is short, terse, and 
to the point, told in simple and effective style. 
The text is enlivened with cartoons which never 
fail to arouse interest. 


Make Your Work Easier 


In short, any device which attracts your 
prospect’s interest will make your work easier, 
and will enable you to close a large volume of 
business. 

Such leaflets and other devices often help 
save lapses. Successful agents carry them in 
their kits all of the time, and use them daily 
in their work. 

It is said that the average man remembers 
eighteen times more of what he sees than what 
he hears. Whether the percentge is correct or 
not is immaterial. It is a well known fact 
that he does remember more of what he sees 
than wht he hears, and the wise agent will 
take advantage of this in soliciting. 


Why I Do Not Lapse My Insurance 

Because it might even mean that next month 
or next year or even tomorrow, I would be 
like a thief taking that much money away 
from my wife and children. Because I have 
counted on the money from this policy as a 
sure fund for the support of my wife if she 
becomes a widow and lives to a ripe old age. 

Because I consider a life insurance policy 
not a commercial document but as a family 
treasure which belongs to all of us. 

Because through the systematic saving re- 
quired by this policy I can be sure of leaving 
a substantial sum to my family no matter how 
soon or late my death may occur. 

Because I cannot bear to imagine my widow 
as one one of the many thousands in America 
who are forced to forego the comforts of life 
and take up the drudgery of those kinds of 
work wihch are open to untrained workers. 

Because I would lose money on dropping my 
life insurance just as I would by dropping pay- 
ments on my house only those in the latter 
case would be much smaller. 

Because now that I have started to do a good 
thing I do not intend to stop. 

Because even the comparatively large amount 
of insurance which is involved means only a 
little bit to my family on the basis of income 
and I must keep up this saving to provide even 
this small, sure income in case of the emer- 
gency which is always likely to occur. 

3ecause if I drop this policy I can never 


get another one at as low a premium as I paid 
for this one and because it might be possible 
that I could not get any more insurance at all.

special committee consisting of Superintendents 
Garrett and Brace. 

Some thirteen reports were presented at the 
opening session on Friday. Discussion of these 
occupied the attention of the delegates at the 
afternoon’s session. It was recommended that 
Ontario, Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta 
enacted provision of Section 126 of the British 
Columbia Insurance Act at the ensuing sessions 
of the irrespectvie legislatures with respect to 
statuary conditions in life contracts and that 
the conference decide the desirability of also 
enacting in addition to the above two further 
provisions dealing with notice of disability and 
time of commencement of payment of disability 
benefits. If the later decision were in the 
affirmative it was recommended that such pro- 
visions be drafted after the conference and 
the session of the National Convention of In- 
surance Commissioners by a committee, and up- 
on receiving the approval of the Insurance 
Superintendents for the five provinces named, 
shall be recommended by them on behalf of 
the conference for early enactment. 

It was also recommended that any further 
provisions relating to conditions in life con- 
tracts, whether they will use disability benefits 
or not, should be enacted under and by virtue 
of any existing powers to make regulations 
under an insurance act, or, if such powers do 
not exist or are insufficient of a new provision 
to be added to Section 126 of the British Colum- 
bia Act specially conferring such powers. A 
further recommendation was made that when 
the necessary powers exist such further pro- 
vision may be drafted and after approval by five 
Western provinces be uniformly promulgated 
by them so as to come into effect simultane- 
ously, and that no provisions be recommended 
or enacted which are in conflict with the uni- 
form Life Insurance Act; and that it is not 
necessary to submit to the Commissioners on 
Uniformity of Legislation for revision before 
enactment any provision to be enacted or adopted 
as above recommended.

“But how do I let the prospects get a laugh 
at my expense?

Business men take off 
their hats to real salesmanship because it is 
what they want in their own businesses. Isn't 
that about right?’ 

“*VYes, the prospect will probably reply.

Have 
I made you realize that you aren’t provided 
against unexpected expenses which might eat 
greatly into your estate and into the proceeds 
of your present life insurance policies? And 
have I convinced you that because of my 
knowledge of what such contingencies are and 
because of my experience in selling much life 
insurance to other men for use in the same way, 
I can satisfy this real demand of yours?’ 

“This gives me a coherent, comprehensive 
sales talk, all hooked together and it generally 
makes a deep impression on the average 
prospect. And, also, because there is humor 
in it and real friendliness it gets across well 
and is a real help to me many times in making 
sales which I might never make otherwise.” 

Yes, a little humor now and then does make 
the prospect’s heart o-pen.

Department Trying to Get Data as to

The General Insurance Company of America, 
headquarters Seattle, Wash., is the first stock 
fire insurance company to dismiss its suit 
contesting the 10 per cent rate reduction order 
issued by Former Superintendent of Insurance 
Ben C. Hyde of Missouri in October, 1922. 

It was the first company to formally accept 
the rate-reduction order. Its acceptance of 
the cut in rates on July 1 precipitated a similar 
action by the other stock companies immediately 


after Governor Henry S. Caulfield had rejected | 


a compromise offer made by the company. 

In letters sent to State Superintendent of 
Insurance Joseph B. Thompson and Attorney 
General Shartel the General Insurance Company 
set out its compliance with the reduction order 
and the directions given by the two State offi- 
cials when it first negotiated with the State 
for a settlement. 

In the meantime the 196 stock insurance com- 
panies operating in the State are taking final 
steps fax refunding 10 per cent of the pre- 
miums collected since February 1, 1928. 

Superintendent Thompson has also instructed 
the companies that were operating in Missouri 
prior to February 1, 1928, to make the refunds 
back to November 15, 1922, or suffer the 
penalties provided by law. 

The Missouri department this week checked 
up with a number of agents in various parts 
of the State to ascertain whether their records 
are complete as far as November, 1922. Com- 
panies are said to have destroyed records of 
the Missouri business making it difficult for 
policyholders to recover refunds on business 
placed prior to February 1, 1928. However, 
the present State administration does not pro- 
pose to sit idly back, but will take immediate 
action to enforce payment.

Alabama on War Path 


BIRMINGHAM, ALa., September 16.—

States court at Kansas City some months ago 
informed the counsel for 114 companies that 
entered into a stipulation with the insurance 
department to accept any rate cut sustained by 
a court of last resort that they must refund 
back to November, 1922, before seeking equit- 
able relief in the Federal courts from the rate 
order. 

This special Federal court has held that 
February 1, 1928, is the effective date of the 
rate order so far as the other companies oper- 
ating in Missouri are concerned.

What to do with the $5,000,000 surplus as- 
sets of the American branches of five Russian 
insurance companies, which ceased business here 
when the companies’ home offices were seized 
by the Soviet government has been a problem of 
long standing to the State of New York, and 
in deciding on a plan for the disposal of this 
money Justice Crain, of the Supreme Court, 
approved recommendations of the attorney gen- 
eral that the report of the Superintendent of 
Insurance as liquidator insofar as it rebates to 
the administration of this company in liquida- 
tion be in all respects be confirmed, and that the 
liquidator be directed to terminate the liquida- 
tion proceedings expeditiously. 

That any claim made by or on the behalf of 
the domiciliary receiver to the surplus assets 
of this company after liquidation be rejected 
on the ground that the receiver is the Soviet 
Republic, a regime now in power in Russia not 
recognized by the U. S. Government. 

It was further recommended and approved 
that the claims to the surplus filed or to be filed 
by the surviving directors be rejected on the 
ground that they are without authority to take 
down same. 

The order restraining stockholders, creditors 
and others from asserting their claims to those 
funds or a portion thereof has been rescinded 
and shall be permitted to establish his rights in 
the premises. 

When the question of the disposition of the 
funds were submitted to the referees more than 
a year ago it was stated that the surplus of the 
various companies was as follows: First Rus- 
sian, $1,322,327; Russian Reinsurance, $889,- 
857; Moscow Fire Insurance, $1,501,112; North- 
ern Insurance Company $480,044, and Second

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Agents Conclude Detroit Meeting 


Insurance Commissioners, Company Presidents and 
Producing Agents Speak Their Minds 
at Successful Convention 


By Ropsert W. SHEEHAN 


Detroit, Micu., Sept. 13.—When the curtain was rung down on the thirty- 
fourth annual convention of the National Association of Insurance Agents at the 
Book-Cadillac Hotel here today, not a man was present but would subscribe to 
the motion filed by the resolutions committee, to wit: “That the present conven- 
tion is the most successful that the National Association has ever held. . . . We 


have had a wonderful and profitable time. 


” 


Clyde B. Smith, of Lansing, Michigan, was chosen to act as president for 
the ensuing year and Percy H. Goodwin of San Diego, California, was elected 


chairman of the executive committee. 


The Code of Ethics submitted by the executive committee was unanimously 


adopted by the convention. 


Tulsa, Okla., Richmond, Va.,:and Dallas, Texas, have invited the National 
Association to hold its 1930 convention in their respective cities. 


The opening business session on Wednesday 
morning began with the administration report 
read by President R. P. DeVan and the key- 
note speech on business development delivered 
by Chairman Clyde Smith, both addresses being 
fully reported in last week’s issue of THE 
‘Spectator. On the heels of these standard 
‘bearers of the National Association, Commis- 
sioner Howard P. Duniiam of Connecticut was 
introduced and with startling courage and can- 
dor proceeded to deliver a strong plea for a re- 
duction in agents’ cominissions. 

Col. Dunham began by affirming his belief 
and confidence in the American Agency system 
‘but warned that that system was on the 
threshold of the severest test it has ever under- 
gone. He said that there is a growing opinion 
on the part of the public that the cost of insur- 
ance is excessive and that the chief element in 
‘this cost is the agent’s commission. 


Weeding Out the Incompetent 


Pointing out that large insurers, particularly, 
were inquiring as to what services agents per- 
form that they should be forced to bear this 
added burden to the rate, Col. Dunham said: 
“Those of you who are competent and able to 
perform the services which the New York 
brokers now so largely perform should recog- 
nize that in such services will lie your chief fu- 
ture title to compensation, and no longer in 
services analagous to those of a peripatetic book 
agent who sells books by personal solicitation 
which would not therewise be sold.” Col. Dun- 
ham’s hearers began to get the drift of his 
remarks when he developed the idea that when 
the requirements of itsurance agents are no 
longer to be met by qualifications analagous to 
those of the book-agent and the drummer, the 
influx into the business of new, incompetent 
agents will be checked and the competent re- 
mainder may find in a iarger and better-organ- 
ized business a more satisfactory livelihood than 
in the past. 

It is an interesting commentary on the spirit 
of the convention that Col. Dunham’s remarks 
were roundly applauded and that at least one 
Association member took the floor to endorse 
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his views and express the opinion that the elim- 
ination of the incompetent agent was a more 
important objective than the threatened reduc- 
tion in commissions for agents whose high 
calibre of service would always permit them 
to garner a satisfactory share of business. 

Another Hartford colonel, Frank D. Layton, 
president of the National Fire, was the next 
speaker and President De Van took particular 
pride in introducing him because the convention 
program at West Baden last year was con- 
spicuously lacking in fire company representa- 
tives. Col. Layton spoke on his specialty, public 
relations, in respect to which he is committee 
chairman for the National Board of Fire Un- 
derwriters. It was chiefly about the newspaper 
advertising campaign this organization is carry- 
ing on with the cooperation of local agents in 
various States that Colonel Layton concerned 
himself. To the agents Colonel Layton said: 
“There are many large problems of business 
production which in the final analysis are your 
reason and my reason for being in business, 
and I am sure that we could do a big work if 
we would get together and pull together on 
points which clearly effect our common wel- 
fare.” 

As in the case of the previous speaker, Col. 
Layton managed to incorporate a complaint 
against high commissions in his speech. 

Other speakers on Wednesday’s program were 
Albert Dodge, George D. Markham and Com- 
missioner Livingston, all of whose addresses 
were fully reported in last week’s issue of THE 
Spectator, and Laurence E. Falls, whose re- 
marks will be found elsewhere in this edition. 
Also on the program were Earl E. Fisk of 
Green Bay, Wis., who offered the report of the 
committee on public relations and education, 
Joseph W. Stickney of Indianapolis, who pre- 
sented a report on fire prevention, Herbert Cobb 
Stebbins, president of the Association of Fire 
Insurance General Agents, and Floyd Allen, 
assistant to the president of the General Mo- 
tors Corporation.

Second Day 

Thursday morning’s session opened with re- 
ports from E. J. Cole of Fall River, Mass., 
chairman of the casualty and surety committee, 
and E. M. Sparlin of Rochester of the com- 
mittee on membership. Following these re- 
ports, J. W. Rose of Buffalo talked on the New 
York State Association’s plan for financing au- 
tomobile premiums, and, as usual, agents from 
all sections of the country began popping out 
of their chairs to ask the speaker how it was 
done. Interest was so widespread that Mr. Rose 
had to retire from the platform before his audi- 
ence had anywhere near exhausted its inquiries 
but left a promise to answer all questions sent 
to the New York State Association’s headquar- 
ters by mail. 

R. W. Thompson of Dallas, Texas, discussed 
surety production before the assemblage. His 
talk centered mainly on construction bonds and 
his chief text was the creation of confidence in 
the surety agent in respect to his relations with 
the contractor. 

An outstanding feature of the convention pro- 
gram was the discussion of aviation insurance 
led by Major Reed M. Chambers, vice-president 
of the United States Aviation Underwriters of 
New York. Major Chambers was scheduled to 
give a formal address but after introductory 
remarks concerning the growth of aviation and 
the possibilities of aviation insurance, stopped 
dead in the middle of his speech, announced that 
the subject was open to discussion and that he 
would be glad to answer any questions asked 
of him. The response of his audience was im- 
mediate and enthusiastic. Major Chambers is 
a virtuoso on the subject of aviation under- 
writing and though many difficult questions were 
posed his explanations were lucid and as com- 
plete as time would permit. The assemblage 
was highly amused at the first question asked

Report of the Committee on

Premium greed only can explain the 
appointment by companies of the many 
non-policy writing agents which have 
been made parasites on the agency system.

Wvysong, Commissioner of Indiana, paid a glow- 
ing triubute to Canada. Mr. Wysong said, in 
part: 

“It has been said that ‘Canada only needs to 
he known to be great.’ The most of us look 
with admiration and respect upon the splendid 
pages of history of the motherland, her wars 
upen sea and shore, her heroes, her statesmen 
and giants of literature and every branch of 
human progress to which she has contributed, 
her wealth of civilized traditions and store of 
constitutional liberties. It is to be feared that 
the four hundred years of history to which you 
are entitled is more or less a sweeping shadow 
upon the dial of time. Yet that period includes 
within itself the most picturesque panorama of 
events in all the annals of the world. There lies 
within its shadow the figure of the wild, un- 
tamed savage, moving over his native ground in 
a spirit of mingled ferocity and love of freedom; 
the black robed Jesuit struggling against fate 
and the fierce will of the Iroquois unequalled 
in martyrdom; the long procession of French 
gentlemen and adventurers, voyagers, and 
hunters, streaming up the waterways of the 
St. Lawrence and scattering over the vast wild- 
erness of half a continent, in pursuit of dreams 
of wealth or power or fame; the romantic 
story of men like Iberville Le Moyne and 
Charles de la Tour, such struggles as those 
of Champlain and the Iroquois, Frontenac and 
the Americans; Wolfe and Montclam.” 


Quotes from The Spectator 


Following Mr. Wyscng, S. G. Garrett, of 
British Columbia, and vice-president of the 
Canadian association, responded for his asso- 
ciation. He told of its organization, and at- 
tributed the lion’s share of its success to Evan 
Gray, former commissioner of Ontario, and his 
successor, the present superintendent, R. Leigh- 
ton Foster. President Dunham, in his address 
on the origin and development of the National 
Convention of Insurance Commissioners and 
insurance supervision in the United States, 
traced the history of the organization from its 
foundation 1871 to the present day. His speech 
gave a bird’s-eye picture of the constructive in- 
fluence which that body has in the development 
of sound insurance in the United States. It is 
interesting to note in his address an excerpt 
from THE Spectator of May, 1871. 

“It promises to be an event of considerable in- 
trinsic significance and of far-reaching practical 
importance. If it shall result only in so har- 
monizing existing discordances as to provide 
some simple, symmetrical and systematic mode 
of thoroughly probing the condition of the com- 
panies, as a substitute for the varying forms 
ot requisition which now serve to vex and con- 
fuse underwriters, the coming convention will 
accomplish great good. And this, at least, we 
have a right to expect these gentlemen will d». 

“Another vital question, to be discussed by 
these officials, is that of bringing into some de- 
gree of uniformity the legislative enactments of 
the various states with regard to those licenses, 
taxes and ‘impositions,” of whatever sort. 
which so complicate insurance operations and 
render them costly and, in some localities, al- 
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most impractical. Retaliatory laws, too, those 
relics of barbarism need to receive the unani- 
mous excercration of these gentlemen whose 
duty it happens to be to execute them. 

“Tt is also reasonable to expect that the dele- 
gates to this conference will aim to reach other 
results in which themselves, their states and all 
the companies have more or less interest. Re- 
ciprocal relations, between the several depart- 
ments, ought to be established without further 
delay; and, thus, the friction or collision of 
conflicting rules and requirements may be done 
away with, greatly to the advantage of all con- 
cerned. The _ certificates, valuations, and 
examinations of one state department, should 
be accepted by that of another, and it devolves 
upon the convention to supply some good reason 
why this cannot be.” 


THE SPECTATOR’S expectation at that time of 
the future benefits to be derived from the co- 
operation and co-ordination of the various state 
departments has been justified by the story of 
insurance supervision during the past sixty 
years. Commissioner A. E. Fisher, of Sas- 
katchewan, President of the Canadian Officers, 
detailed the growth of uniform legislation in 
Canada and stressed its benefits. 

Tuesday afternoon the convention were the 
guests at a delightful luncheon in the new home 
office of the National Life.

Lloyds Associations in Texas 

There recently appeared in THE SPECTATOR 
an article headed ‘So-called ‘Lloyds’ Active in 
Texas.” This article stated some of the lenient 
conditions under which Lloyds associations may 
be formed in Texas, and was virtually a warn- 
ing concerning such associations which might 
in future be organized in that State, because 
of the relatively small financial requirements of 
the law. 

This article was not intended to refer to any 
particular Lloyds association, and did not do 
so. However, there is an association at Dallas 
which is titled “Lloyds of Texas,” and, in 
order that no reader of THE SPECTATOR, may be, 
by any mischance, led into the belief that 
the article previously printed in THE SPECTATOR, 
referred to Lloyds of Texas, located at Dallas, 
we are making this statement that there was 
no reference made or intended as to the par- 
ticular association named. 


New Offices of “America Fore” Com- 
panies at 80 Maiden Lane 

The final move in transferring to the “Amer- 
ica Fore” home office various departments of 
the Niagara and Maryland fire insurance com- 
panies and the Niagara-Detroit Underwriters, 
recently acquired by the Continental and Fidel- 
ity-Phenix fire insurance companies, has been 
completed.

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Statutory Provisions Regarding For- 
mation of Lloyds in Texas 
[To the Editor of THe Spectator] 

Appearing in Tue Spectator, of September 5, 1929, 
under the heading of ‘So-Called ‘Lloyds’ Active in 
Texas,” I wish to call your attention to a number of 
misrepresentations as quoted in this article and since 
same is not signed I believe the responsibility of this 
article is vested in Tue Spectator, and I am greatly 
surprised to learn that you would permit articles to 
run in your. magazine without first ascertaining to 
your satisfaction as to the authenticity of same. 
"Permit me to call your attention to the fact that the 
requirements of a Lloyd’s is not ~$40,000.00 but $60,- 
000.00, iu cash or convertible securities, and for any 
additional lines of insurance, other than the one de- 
fined in the original application $10,000.00 for each 
additional. 

In this connection permit me to call your attention 
to Article 5017, Chapter 19, Title 78 of the Revised 
Statutes of Texas, which reads as follows: 

“No attorney shall be licensed for the underwriters 
at a Lloyd’s under this chapter unless the net assets, 
including the guaranty fund contributed to the at- 
torney, a committee of underwriters, trustees or other 
officers are provided for in the article of agreement, 
shall be at least sixty thousand dollars in cash, or 
convertable, admissible securities; nor shall any at- 
torney be licensed for any underwriters at a Llovd’s 
to transacr more than one kind of business as defined 
in the third article of this chapter, unless the net as- 
sets, as they are herein defined belonging to such un- 
derwriters at Lloyd’s, shall be as much as ten thou- 
sand dollars additional for each additional kind of in- 
surance designated in the application for license.’’ 

I wish to further call your attention to the asscts 
of a Lloyd’s doing business in Texas, which can be 
found under Article 5017-D, Chapter 19, Title 78 of 
the Revised Statutes of Texas, which reads as fol- 
lows: 

The assets of underwriters at a Lloyd’s shall be in- 
vested in such property and securities as the capital 
and (or) surplus of a stock insurance company doing 
the same sort of business may be invested in, except 
real esiate or they may be held in cash. Provided, 
however, that no Lloyd’s already organized and doing 
business under lic€nse from the Department of In- 
surance shall be required to conform to this re- 
quirement except as to securities hereafter acquired 
whether in substitution for securities now held or from 
additional, successor or substitute underwriters, pro- 
vided further, at least the minimum required for the 
guaranty fund shall be invested in securities admissable 
under the act.” 


Permit me to also call your attention to Article 
5017-c, Chapter 19, Title 78, of the Revised Statutes 
of Texas, which reads as follows: 

“Reserves. Underwriters at a Lloyd’s are required 
to compute reserve liabilities for all outstanding busi- 
ness and for all incurred losses upon the same basis 
required for stock insurance companies doing the same 
classes and character of business in Texas.” 

Also article 5017-e, Chapter 19, Title 78 of the 
Revised Statutes of Texas. 

“Control of Net Assets. The assets of underwriters 
at a Lloyd’s to the extent of the minimum required un- 
der the provisions of this Chapter shall be submitted 
to and subjected to the joint control of the attorney in 
fact for such underwriters, and the Board of Insur- 
ance Commissioners, in the same manner satisfactory 
to the Beard so that the same may not be withdrawn 
or diverted or expended, except with the approval of 
the Board, and the purposes provided for in this Chap- 
ter. Such underwriters, however, shall be entitled to 
the interest or income accruing from such property or 
securities as may be placed under the joint control of 
such attorney in fact and the Board as and when the 
same is payable. Provided, however, in lieu of such 
joint control any attorney in fact at a Lloyd’s now 
doing business in this State may give bond in the sum 
of Twenty-five Thousand Dollars for the safe keeping 
of assets to be released only on approval of the Board 
of Insurance Commissioners, and in such form and 
with co-operate surety be approved by the Board of 
Insurance Commissioners.” 

_it is not unusual to hear local agents make asser- 
tions as contained in this article and such unbiased 
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greatly to the advantage of 
Lloyd’s operating in this state. It has saved a great 
deal of money in advertising being of their intention 
to create such false reports, however, when they are 
unable to prove same it is a material boost for the 
Lloyd’s plan of insurance. 

I am personally strong for 
such unjust criticism me of the

purse steals only trash.’’ I must say that it does not 
benefit the dignity of a magazine such as THE Sprec- 
TATOR to permit articles to be published, which have 
no more foundation than the one you have permitted 
to be under the ‘‘So-Called ‘Lloyd’s’ Active in Texas.”

[There seems to be some confusion as to 
Article 5017 of the Texas Insurance Law. Mr. 
Shields, in his letter reproduced above presents 
what purports to be quotations from Article 
5017, but which we cannot locate in that Article 
in the Digest of 1927, and refers to a chapter of 
the laws of 1925. Article 5017, as contained in 
the Insurance Laws, State of Texas, Digest 
of 1927, reads as follows: 

Art. 5017—“No attorney shall be licensed 
for the underwriters at a Lloyd’s under this 
chapter unless the net assets, including the 
guarantee fund provided for in the articles of 
agreement, held by the attorney, committee of 
underwriters, trustee or other officer, as pro- 
vided for in the articles of agreement, shall be 
at least forty thousand dollars in cash or con- 
vertible securities; nor shall any attorney be 
licensed for the underwriters at a Lloyd’s to 
transact more than two kinds of insurance as 
defined in the third article of this chapter, un- 
less the net assets as above defined and held 
shall be as much as ten thousand dollars addi- 
tional for each additional kind of insurance 
designated in the application for license; pro-

vided that if the underwriters have net assets 
as above described in an amount equal to one 
hundred thousand dollars, they may write any 
kind of insurance that may be lawfally writ- 
ten in this State except life insurance. If the 
Commissioner finds upon an examination of a 
Lliyd’s that the net assets as above defined are 
less than the amount required, the impairment 
shall be made good within thirty days from the 
service of a requisition for that purpose by such 
Commissioner upon the attorney for the under- 
writers. If any such attorney or other person 
shall make any advancement to make good any 
such impairment, the claim for the same against 
thte assets of the underwriters shall be deferred 
to claims for losses under policies or contracts 
of insurance.”

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Insuring Net Earnings 


Laurence E. Falls Advises Agents That Lowered 


Commission Volume Can Be More Than 
Made Up by Selling U. & O. 


In addressing the National Association at De- 
troit last week on Use and Occupancy of Cov- 
erage, at which he is a recognized expert. Lau- 
rence E. Falls, vice-president of the American 
Insurance Company of Newark, said in part: 

“In the first place, may I say that insurance 
is a business—not a profession, and not a sci- 
ence. This implies no disrespect for your call- 
ing and mine, and when we admit that insurance 
is a business we are not one whit relieved of our 
responsibility to conduct it upon the very high- 
est plane of ethics and service to the other 
units of society. 

“Insurance is a business because it follows the 
ebb and flow of other businesses and is part and 
parcel of nearly every business in this and every 
other civilized country. When insurance neg- 
lects to keep pace with the other businesses it 
falls behind in the race; the premium income 
drops for companies and agents alike, as it has 
done in the last three years. 

“With reduced premiums the volume of com- 
missions to agents is reduced and from every 
state in the Union we hear the statement that 
the rates of commission are too low. The criti- 
cism which I am now going to direct at some 
of you was directed by us at ourselves in our 
home office and we are well on the way to the 
remedy. 

“Some years ago an agent is reported to 
have sent word to the late Henry Hoag that the 
agents were not getting as much of the cake as 
they used to. Mr. Hoag replied that maybe their 
knives were not as sharp as they used to be. 

An Overlooked Source of Income 

“While we bemoan the recent reduction in 
premium income upon which the insurance busi- 
ness is primarily dependent we are overlooking 
a source of income that has only been sampled, 
and, worst of all, we leave our trusting clients, 
the assured, unprotected in what often develops 
to be their most vulnerable spots. 

“We have reliable statistics to show that 43 
per cent of the business firms in 1926 which 
suffered loss by fire failed to re-engage in busi- 
Why? Undoubtedly in most cases a lack 
of funds with which tw meet expenses during 


ness. 
the rebuilding period. Use and occupancy in- 
surance would have supplied these funds to such 
of the unfortunate businesses as were earning 
expenses, and for a net profit. 

“From this point I shall drop the term U. E. 
O. for the reason that it requires too much cx- 
planation when dealing with the average as- 
sured, unacquainted with the nomenclature of 
insurance. 

“Net earnings insurance is a more descript- 
ive title, and mere contemplation of this term 
‘Net Earnings Insurance’ directs our thoughts 
into proper channels for a correct exposition of 
the coverage. 

“There has been too much mystery thrown 
about this form of insurance. No one can ex- 
plain this or any other insurance policy unless 
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he has read it thoughtfully and given some study 
to its application to the kinds of business which 
it is designed to protect ; much less can he hope 
to sell such policies to the public without an 
understanding of the terms of the contract. 
Net earnings has two basic principles which are 
easily understood, and these two rules can be 
used again and again to unravel almost any 
problem which arises. 

“First, the policy protects the assured 
against actual loss of net earnings during 
the period required to repair the fire dam- 
age. 

“Second, the assured must buy enough in- 
surance to protect him against a total loss 
for a year in order to collect all of any 
loss, partial or total. 

“If the assured buys cnly enough insurance to 
cover one-half his net earnings value which is 
at risk, the company is liable for only one-half 
the actual sustained loss. It would be mani- 
festly unfair for the assured to claim that the 
one-half of his business which is crippled by a 
fire damage was the half which was insured, 
and that the undamaged portion was the unin- 
sured part. That would be like the howling, 
flea-bitten dog of which Mark Twain’s charac- 
ter, Puddinhead Wilson, said he wished he 
owned half. When asked why he desired to 
own only half the dog, he answered that he 
would kill his half. 

“To discover how much net earnings insur- 
ance a customer needs, I frequently ask myself 
this simple question, ‘How much will this man 
actually lose, net, in event fire prevents the op- 
eration of his business for a year?’ That 
sounds like a puerile question, but I have heard 
many hours of debate and bickering over un- 
derwriting and loss adjustments which would 
have been obviated by a frank answer to that 
simple question. 

“The phase of net earnings in which I be- 
lieve you are most interested is the sale of the 
coverage. That is the side of it which most 
interests me, and to which I have devoted the 
most time as agent, special and company offi- 
cer. 

“In the interest of practical selling I hope I 
may be allowed to relate the details of an 
actual sale to a prospect whom I had never seen 
before. It was the first time I had tried this 
approach and I learned a lesson from it. 

“T told the president of a manufacturing 
company that I represented the American In- 
surance Co.; and hearing that his company was 
doing a good business, presumed he was making 
a profit’ which his other stockholders would 
miss if the plant should be damaged or de- 
stroyed by fire; that we were issuing a policy 
to protect such profits, and, considering the 
amount of value at risk, it would cost him less 
than the fire property damage insurance which 
he undoubtedly now carried. 

“He countered with the statement that he 
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had built up a surplus which would tide them 
over until production could be resumed. I then 
made the statement that every dollar of his sur- 
plus which would be required for such purposes 
was, at that moment, subect to destruction by 
fire just as much as if he had converted it into 
greenbacks, packed in a pine box and stored in 
the plant, because the burning of the plant 
would destroy this surplus just as surely as if 
it were burned up. 
No Confusion of Terms 

“He saw the point, and started to ask ques- 
tions. Never a word was said about use and 
occupancy insurance, business interruption in- 
demnity, nor any other double-jointed insurance 
term. We talked about insuring his profit 
against destruction or diminuation by a fire in 
his plant. 

“In quite logical order the development of 
this sale followed. ‘How much of his profit 
would we insure?’ All the net earnings which 
the plant had heretofore produced and would 
continue to produce except for the interruption 
caused by fire. ‘Would we meet all or any part 
of his payroll while the plant was being re- 
built?? We would pay so much of it as he 
would have paid out of his accumulated sur- 
plus had there been no insurance policy to fall 
back upon. 

“How much if this insurance on_ profits 
would we think he ought to carry?’ Right then 
the sale was assured and only details remained. 
His accountant supplied the records, and, item 
by item we made up a list of all items of outgo 
which could be avoided if the plant should be 
shut down. 

“If we made an earnest effort to insure the 
net earnings of the prosperous businesses in this 
very prosperous country there would be no 
more talk about reduced fire premium income. 
The trade journals for the last two months have 
carried articles announcing rate reductions in 
eleven of the mid-western states. Every rate 
reduction makes net earnings easier to sell, and 
every such reduction makes it more imperative 
that we insure the immense values being cre- 
ated by industry and trade if we are to keep 
the wolf from the door.” 
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Public Relations and Insurance 





Companies Spend Much Time and Effort in Serving the Public 
But Overlook the Importance of Seeing That the People 
Understand What Is Being Done for Them 


The importantance of keeping the public in- 
formed on the educational and public relations 
work conducted by fire insurance companies and 
making them understand just how much the 
business is doing to serve the public was 
stressed last week in aii address made by Col. 
Frank D. Layton, president of the National Fire 
Insurance Company of Hartford, before the 
convention of the National Association of Lo- 
cal Agents at Detroit. Colonel Layton’s ad- 
dress follows in part: 

“The term ‘public relations’ is not adequately 
understood and, to my mind, does not fully con- 
vey the real meaning and intent of the words. 
Public relations work pertains to our contact 
with the public and the public’s opinion of us. 
Its function is to foster a friendly attitude on 
the part of the public toward our business and 
to eliminate friction, misunderstanding and mis- 
representation, so that the stability of our busi- 
ness may be maintained and deserved encourage- 
ment and co-operation may be given us by the 
public to inspire us to greater efforts. 


Insurance Business Well Conducted 
“We make mistakes and our activities are not 
without fault. Considering the gigantic scope 
of our operations, which in our business is 
handled by hundreds of thousands of people, all 
doing as other good citizens do—trying their 
best to be worthy of the trust imposed upon 
them—we feel that we have an efficiently and 
intelligently conducted industry which is a con- 
structive force in the economic life of our coun- 
try. Good human relations with the public will 
convince it, I am sure, that we are entitled to 
its co-operation and support. We propose more 
generally to inform the public regarding our ac- 
tivities and to supplant misinformation with 
fact. Thus we believe we shall transform a 
more or less indifferent public attitude into one 
which is actively well disposed toward us. We 
are a very distinct part of the public. Hundreds 
of thousands of citizens are engaged in the in- 
surance business, performing a real economic 
service on the one hand and constituting a sub- 
stantial purchasing power on the other. 
“Experts on Public Relations tell us that a 
fault of our business is that we devote time and 
effort to serving the public, but overlook the 
important point of seeing to it that the public 
understands what we are actually doing to serve 
it. Mature deliberation and experience have 
taught us that the public is too busy to investi- 
gate our business on its own initiative and, 
therefore, is not aware of the extent to which 
its own interests would be served by greater 
support of and closer co-operation with insur- 
ance interests. It thinks about our business, but 
not possessing facts, its thoughts have fre- 
quently been moulded upon rumor, misapprehen- 
sion, misunderstanding, and even misrepresen- 
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tation. True the general attitude toward our 
business has not always been so favorable and 
friendly as it might otherwise have been. 

“I am convinced that a large portion of the 
insuring public has an indifferent and sometimes 
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unfriendly attitude toward us simply because it 
does not know us well enough to appreciate the 
constructive work which we are doing. 

“Our big problem at the outset i sto develop 
public interest in our business. We must place 
the public in the position of wanting to know 
more about us, since we have a fascinating story 
to tell which abounds in good works and cred- 
itable performances. 

“Our study of the situation convinced us that 
we shall accomplish more in our own operations 
and at the same time more effectually serve 
the public if we can awaken its friendly inter- 
est so that it will actively help in the preserva- 
tion of national wealth from destruction by fire 
and thereby contribute more fully to the con- 
tinuous reduction in the average cost of fire in- 
surance to the American people. 

“The National Board of Fire Underwriters, 
through its committee on Public Relations, has 
undertaken a daily newspaper campaign upon 
a test basis—not for the purpose of selling in- 
surance, but to place before the public some of 
the fundamental truths about our business. Last 
year this advertising program was run in five 
states through advertisements which were most 
carefully worded in order that no element of 
exaggeration might possibly creep into them, 
since exaggeration weakens presentation. 

Recognizing the great value and service of 
the local agent to our business and to the pub- 
lic, we devoted one entire advertisement to a 


dignified statement about him. We want the 
public to know, through us, what a valuable con- 
tact man the local agent is and can continue 
to be to the public he serves. 

“The interest of the editors has been aroused 
because of our plain statements of facts in 
these newspaper advertisements, which deal with 
important phases of our business. The result 
is that there have been many interesting and 
friendly articles published about the fire insur- 
ance business, thus opening a new avenue 
through which we have been able to tell the 
people facts they should know. 

I realize that your Association has a Public 
Relations Committee which is doing much con- 
structive work along this line. We make fre- 
quent references in our National Board publicity 
work to the fact that the public can obtain from 
the local agent information about our business 
and about the individual assured’s particular in- 
surance problem. We are sending the public 
to you so far as we can through this publicity 
work, believing that you are in a better posi- 
tion and better able to put a personal touch 
into our relations with the public than any other 
medium in the fire insurance business. This 
pays you a high compliment and at the same 
time imposes responsibility on you. 


Newspaper Advertising Campaign 

“While our newspaper advertising campaign 
is under test in but sixteen States, including the 
five used last year, you will observe that we are 
preparing a groundwork for a better public un- 
derstanding of the fire insurance business, so 
far as it can be done through paid advertise- 
ments and accurate presentation through news 
articles and similar items. 

“Agents have been invited to co-operate in 
a tie-in advertising campaign presenting their 
side of the case and explaining their ability 
and willingness to serve the public. They have 
co-operated in splendid fashion, especially in 
view of the fact that the tie-in advertising of 
the local agents with the National Board pro- 
gram is entirely voluntary on the part of the 
local agents. 

“A prerequisite of good public relations is a 
reasonably sound internal relationship. Com- 
panies and their agents have difficulties. These 
are unavoidable. No business under the sun is 
without them. It is difficult to conceive that, 
with the many conflicting interests in the fire 
insurance business, there ever will come a time 
when complete, harmony and unanimity of opin- 
ion will prevail. Without specific reference 
to any particular problem, I suggest that we 
all shall do well to put aside controversial in- 
ternal issues which are not susceptible of solu- 
tion within reasonable bounds and upon a 
mutually satisfactory basis.

Points Out the Progressive Way to Insurance 
Agents in These Changing Times 


SE day after tomorrow ideas in the in- 
surance business today, was the advice 
of E. J. Schofield in an address before 


the National Association of Insurance Agents 
at Detroit. Mr. Schofield said, in part: 


“The subject selected, “Where Are We Going 
From Here?” was, when selected, just a set of 
words to be so inclusive and so broad as to 
permit the discussion of any subject I might 
want to so long as that subject had something 
to do with the future and the events which are 
to happen rather than with the past and _ its 
history. The very fact that you have come here 
indicates that you are sufficiently young in mind 
and spirit at least to be more interested and 
concerned about these things which are to hap- 
pen than about the past. You will have the 
youthful viewpoint and see things prospect 
rather than retrospect which is the habit of 
old age. 

“A review and a contemplation of past 
achievements is a pleasurable sensation, but not 
merely so profitable a thing to do as to consider 
those matters which are probably to transpire 
in the future. Not only is there great business 
value in the contemplation of future problems, 
but likewise a satisfaction of a deep human 
longing. Within every human breast there is 
a native instinct and desire to pierce that mystic 
veil which hides the next moment from this 
and to read the handwriting on the wall before 
the pen has ever been dipped in the ink. The 
instinct to prophesy and the desire to know 
what the future holds is as deep seated in the 
human being of today almost as is that native 
passion to worship a supreme being. 


Forecasting the Future 

“Fortune-telling, clairvoyants, and oracles of 
all kinds have for years attempted to tell the 
lover, the stock market gambler, and the real 
estate speculator what the vision of the future 
is to nature. There is, however, a very definite 
reason why the staid and solid business man of 
today should take heed of the future and of its 
events. He must exercise foresight, and fore- 
sight, ladies and gentlemen, is nothing more or 
less than the future tense of good judgment 
which when applied to the deeds being accom- 
plished today makes regret in the future an 
impossibility, and success an assured thing. In- 
sofar as we are able to anticipate the events 
of the future, we shall be labeled with the title 
‘Success,’ and insofar as we fail to do so and 
take advantage of those things which will hap- 
pen, we will be labeled ‘Failure.’ 

“The business of today is generally being con- 
ducted on day after tomorrow’s ideas, and I 
have an idea that if Aladdin should hand his 
lamp to us today and ask our wish, we’d prob- 
ably wish for next Thursday’s newspaper. 

“Somehow or other, most of us think of the

future in terms of progress, and progress to 
imany of us is the synomymous term for some- 
thing new and something novel. Some of us 
have formed a very definite idea that in order 
to make progress there must be something at- 
tempted and something accomplished which has 
never been attempted or accomplished before. 
As a matter of fact, progress generally con- 
sists of doing an old thing in a new way. The

most frequent method of keeping abreast of 
the times is to revise the method of doing things 
rather than the invention of something new to 
do. Out of one of our manufacturing plants 
in Detroit they have carved over the main en- 
trance of their doorway a quotation from Lord 
Kelvin, which says: ‘I have found a better 
way. That is the text from which I would 
preach and the text upon which I would have 
you think. 

“The good old book of Ecclesiastes has said 
to us for all these centuries that ‘the thing 
which has happened is the thing which is to 
happen and there is nothing new under the sun.’ 
Quite right, but as time goes by we constantly 
find a better way of doing the old thing. 

“It is difficult sometimes for us to realize the 
age of some of the methods and the procedure 
of today.. We conceive the thing which is new 
to be old, and the thing which is old to be new. 
Some people, for instance, have a very definite 
notion that bootlegging is something which grew 
out of the Eighteenth Amendment, the Volstead 
Act, and the other so-called Dry Acts of our 
several States. Asa matter of fact, bootlegging 
is not at all a novelty. Ever since we have 





been denied the thing which exists, we have 
found bootleggers to deliver that thing. 


“Some people, too, have a definite idea that 
walking home is one of the things which has 
come to us as a phase of modernism in youth 
and that it come into being with the invention 
and the beginning of use of the automobile. 
No, my friends, they have been walking home 
from all sorts of vehicles, in all times. I have 
been informed, for instance, that a young lady 
who was to become the seventeenth bride of cne 
Brigham Young was traveling across that great 
desert in a covered wagon and she, womanlike, 
on the way to meet her bridegroom changed ker 
mind, slipped out of the back end of the covered 
wagon, and walked back home. Imagine that! 

“Down in New York in the theatrical world 
we find them doing old things in a new way. 
‘The Student Prince’ is really ‘Old Heidelberg’ 
done over in a new dress. “The Vagabond King’ 
was nothing more than ‘If I Were King’ done 
up again in a new package. ‘The Princess 
Flavia’ as a new version of ‘The Prisoner oi 
Zenda.’ ‘Hello Lola’ is just Booth Tarkington’s 
‘Seventeen’ in a new form. Kipling once said: 
‘What does it matter where or how we die so 
long as we’ve our ’ealth to watch it all the dif- 
ferent ways that different things are done.’ 


Old Wine in New Bottles 

“The old Christmas Tree is still the Christmas 
tree for the children, although the candles which 
glowed and burned in the old days have turned 
into electric lights. The old-fashioned saloon 
where once we rested out feet upon the brass 
railings is now a blind pig, or a night club, or 
what have you. Transportation is still trans- 
portation but it is a long cry from the Prairie 
Schooner to the Graf Zeppelin. Communica- 
tion is still communication, but what a great 
difference between the message sent by the Pony 
Express in the old days and that sent by the 
radio telephone of modern times. 

“As we view those changes in industry and 
commerce all about us, we are somewhat startled 
to find how quickly things happen and how dif- 
ferently things change under our very nose, and 
sometimes, it seems, within a twinkling of an 
eye. We have accustomed ourselves to the old- 
fashioned movie, which is approximately fifteen 
years old, when we suddenly find it moving out 
from under us in favor of a new dimension of 
the same industry, the talkies. 

But while all this progress has been made in 
the world of commerce in general, what hap- 
pened to the insurance business? The insurance 
business, which is the hand maiden of all other 
industries and collateral to every other adven- 
ture of a business form, could not stand still. 
It was necessary that insurance keep pace with 
the great parade of progress, and it has done so. 
In every phase and in every department of the 
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insurance world we have found advancement 
and improvement. The personnel of the home 
office and of the field force today bears a stamp 
of quality which was rarely found some few 
years ago. The methods of distribution have 
changed as rapidly as the years have come and 
gone. 

“The men were undoubtedly more interested 
in the changes which have taken place in the 
department of distribution and marketing than 
in any other line. That is your responsibility 
and that is your department of endeavor. Not 
only is it your problem, but it is the greatest 
problem of the industry today. The troubles 
and the problems of the insurance business run 
parallel with the troubles and the problem of 
all other industries, to which the insurance 
business is collateral. It has been generally 
conceded in all other business that the problem 
which was a great problem for years, the 
problem of production, has been pretty well 
solved. Today few manufacturing plants, for 
instance, are facing any production difficulties. 
They are able to produce a sufficient quantity 
of goods at a reasonable price for the market, 
but their great problem as they find it is the 
problem of distribution. 

“I have a definite reason for saying that this 
is your problem. A good many years ago the 
officers and members of this organization under- 
took to sell to the insurance industry your theory 
on the ownership of expirations. You were suc- 
cessful in doing that, until today practically 
every company of any standing or size in this 
great country has subscribed with you to the 
theory which you have advanced. They have 
turned over to you as their distributing ma- 
chinery the problem of distribution. When you 
acquired the agreement on your theory of own- 
ership of expirations, you acquired for this or- 
ganization and for every member of it, and for 





the insurance fraternity in general, a tremend- 
ous asset. No asset ever stands alone. It always 
carries with it a liability and a responsibility. 
The liability and responsibility which went with 
the asset of ownership of expirations is the re- 
sponsibility and liability for distribution. No 
overhead writing, no intermeddling with the 
great American Agency System means that the 
companies which have subscribed must look to 
you for the solution of their selling and market- 
ing details. 


Modern Casualty Representation 


“I can remember when I first went out on 
the road for my company in the organization 
matter finding not infrequently the larger 
agencies unwilling to take into their office the 
representation of a casualty company. ‘No,’ 
they said, ‘Some fool claim will arise and out 
of that will come a dispute, and by reason of 
that dispute we will lose our fire business.’ But 
you and I, of course, have lived to see the day 
when all that has been changed and when the 
public and the customer has demanded coverage 
and protection of a casualty nature, and when 
the agency of any standing was obliged as a 
matter to deliver it. Today no agency of any 
standing is without casualty representation. Oh, 
ves, the insurance business in the matter of dis- 
tribution has made great strides and methods 
have accommodated themselves to the necessity 
of the day and to the demand of service from 
the public. It has been this success which has 
caused some of us, in fact no small number of 
us, to stop to congrateulate ourselves on past 
achievements and to gloat over our pedigree. 

“We know that pride in accomplishment is a 
latent trait in every individual, and the glow 
of enthusiasm and self-satisfaction over past 
performance a pleasurable sensation. But it 
should not act as a deterrent to future progress. 
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We must recognize that the methods of yester- 
day are not the methods of today, and that the 
methods of today will not serve as the proper 
methods of tomorrow. It’s distressing and a 
disturbing thing to find so many men within the 
ranks of insurance today who feel it necessary 
for their own salvation, and, as they view it, 
for the salvation of the business, to attempt to 
stem the tide of progress. They stand in the 
middle of he road and attempt to waive down 
this great parade of progress instead of climb- 
ing aboard the band wagon and riding into the 
big tent, staying for the convert, and getting 
everything out of it there is. They fear this 
new thing is something which will destroy them, 
and surely it will destroy them if they do not 
change their methods to suit the necessities of 
the age. 

“Many of them see in this modern chanve of 
consolidation and merger, the buying combines, 
and all such things, enemies to their future and 
enemies to their progress rather than evidences 
of changing character of merchandising in mod- 
ern business circles. We cannot stop nor stem 
this tide of progress any more than did the cot- 
ton workers of Lancashire stop the advent of 
the power loom, nor any more than the foundry 
and the moulders of America put off this ma- 
chine age, as they attempted to do, nor will they 
be any more successful than have been the ice 
dealers of America who sought to prevent the 
coming of mechanical refrigeration. There are 
those in our ranks, and plenty of them, who 
would by statute, by ordinance, or by combined 
agreement, attempt to keep things in status quo, 
and, my friends, that cannot be done, for when 
business economy and sound business reasons 
demand a change, the insurance business must 
conform to that change or cease to serve its 
legitimate purpose in the business world.

“IT strongly urge co-operation between compa- 
nies and agents on matters of joint interest 
where constructive teamwork may be done to 
their mutual benefit. 

“We are faced with ever-present criticism of 
the cost of fire insurance. We have a creditable 
record of constantly reducing our average rate 
over a period of more than twenty years, and 
this in the face of increased costs for nearly 
everything used by insurance people and the 
general public. From 1913, the pre-war level, 
to January 1, 1928, the average annual rate 
charged for fire insurance on a country-wide 
basis, decreased about 17 per cent, while the 
cost of living in general increased more than 
60 per cent. 

“It is difficult for the public to understand 
what insurance rates are and how they are made. 
We could spend much time explaining the tech- 
nicalities of rate making. From an economic 
standpoint, rates must cover losses, expenses 
and necessary reserves, and contemplate a reas- 
onable margin of profit. The public can ap- 
preciate the reasons for the price of merchan- 
dise because they know of the materials, labor 
and cost of marketing. They do not understand 
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why insurance rates are necessarily made by 
boards and bureaus, or why the companies must 
charge approximately the same rates. ; 

“Tn the case of the purchase of an insurance 
policy it is vital to the interest of the purchaser 
that the rate charged be adequate to enable the 
insurer to maintain the strength of the indemnity 
provided under the policy for at least the term 
thereof. 

“Consequently, in order to prevent the com- 
petitive spirit of some insurers from leading 
them into the use of poor judgment in respect 
of the rates they charge, the proved average 
under which companies can normally make a 
profit by careful underwriting is set as the level 
for all. This is a condition imposed upon us 
to a degree by the States themselves, the insur- 
ance departments of which have assumed the 
responsibility of doing their best to see that all 
companies remain solvent. It is obvious, there- 
fore, that the price of competition common in 
ordinary mercantile business would be danger- 
ous if permitted to apply to our business. This 
is an important point which the public misses. 

“The fire insurance busiress is a combination 
of money and brains. These cannot be cor- 
nered, controlled or monopolized. When the 
fire insurance business 1s good, new capital and 


new brains go into it. Competition automatic- 
ally eliminates the possibility of any undue 
profit in the business. While the companies 
use the same rates as a general rule, their com- 
petition for business is just as keen and self- 
centered as it is in any other line of com- 
mercial endeavor. Business is frequently se- 
cured through the constant lowering of the cost 
of inden:'ty—not by arbitrary price-cutting, 
which wouid be economically unsound in our 
industry, but through the service efforts of 
agents, brokers and companies in endeavoring 
to improve the risk and reduce the rate. These 
efforts doubly accrue to the benefit of the pub- 
lic because they tend to produce a lower charge 
for indemnity and at the same time lessen the 
chance of destruction by fire and thereby help 
to conserve the national wealth.

It tends, because of competitive bidding, to run 
up our acquisition cost. Moreover, it is un- 
avoidable that by spending money and energy 
to bring about an improvement of risks and 
conditions, to reduce the fire waste, and to lower 
the average annual rate charged for fire in- 
surance, the expense ratios of the companies 
will increase.”

States Chamber of Commerce

“OS EVENTEEN years ago President 
Taft and Secretary of Commerce and 
Labor Nagel extended an invitation 
to business men and representatives of their 
organizations to formulate a plan through 
which the national government could ascertain 
the views of the business world on the prob- 
lems of the nation’s business. More than 500 
representatives of commercial organizations, 
trade associations and business establishments 
responded and the foundation was laid upon 
which has been erected the largest commercial 
organization in the world—a federation of busi- 
ness organizations to serve every legitimate in- 
terest of business and to promote its develop- 
ment. 


Defines Chamber of Commerce 

“What is the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States? It is a federation of 1600 com- 
mercial and trade associations, non-partisan in 
character. In addition to the nine hundred 
thousand individuals, firms and corporations rep- 
resented in the underlying membership of these 
organizations, there are also many associate and 
individual members. For instance, the insur- 
ance clientele alone includes forty insurance as- 
sociations, four hundred companies and nu- 
merous brokers and agents. The primary func- 
tion of the National Chamber is to concentrate 
the opinion of business men of the country on 
national questions affecting commerce and in- 
industry and make that opinion available tto 
Congress, the nation’s executive and the public. 
It does not attempt to voice an opinion on any 
subject without a commitment from its member 
The National Chamber's motto 
has heen and is ‘If it is not for the public good, 
it is not for the good of business.’

“How does a proposition come before the 
National Chamber? It may originate with the 
board of directors or with an organization mem- 
ber. The chamber is committed to a policy 
either through a referendum submitted to its 
organization members or through a resolution 
adopted at an annual meeting when duly ap- 
pointed representatives of organization members 
are present and voting. If an organization 
member desires that a national question be con- 
sidered, it submits the proposition to the Na- 
tional Chamber. It then becomes the duty of 
the board of directors to decide whether the 
subject is national in character, timely in im- 
portance and general in application to business 
and industry.

“When the report is prepared for submis- 
sion, arguments in opposition to the proposals 
submitted by the committee are presented. 
There is then distributed what is called a “ref- 
erendum pamphlet.” The recommendations of 
the committee appear on the left-hand page and 
the arguments in opposition on the right-hand 
page. The referendum pamphlet also contains 
a ballott setting forth the propositions to be 
acted upon. Organizations are given forty-five 
days within which to consider the referendum 
pamphlet and submit their votes. When the 
vote is completed, the result is presented in a 
printed pamphlet indicating just how each or- 
ganization voted on each proposition submitted. 
The referendum pamphlet together with the re- 
port of the vote are, at the proper time, trans- 
mitted to the appropriate committee in Con- 
gress. 

To illustrate the types of subjects dealt with 
I refer to two referenda submitted to the 
chamber’s membership during the past year. 
Referendum No. 52 dealt with the agricultural 
problems of the nation, the committee recom- 
mending the appointment of the Federal Farm 
Board and that the principle of co-operative 


marketing be extended. The last referendum, 


No. 53, contained a report of a special commit- 
tee on highways and motor transport respecting 
State and local road administration. 

“During the last year, Congress enacted a 
number of measures which were in conformity 
with the position taken by the chamber’s mem- 
bership. These included reduction in income 
taxes, the flood control act, revision of postal 
rates and the alien property act. During the ses- 
sion which adjourned on March 4, a bill for 
governmental control of the bituminous coal in- 
dustry died in committee and the same issue, 
government in business, was involved in meas- 
ures for government manufacture and distribu- 
tion for fertilizer and production of hydro- 
electric power at Muscle Shoals. These meas- 
ures, opposed by the chamber, failed to pass 
during this session. 

“The National Chamber stands for self-reg- 
ulation in business as contrasted with excessive 
governmental control, recognizing at the same 
time that if business is to develop, it must be 
conducted honestly and for the best interests 
of the public. 


The Chamber’s Service Department 

In addition to its policy and promotional ac- 
tivities, the work of the National Chamber is 
performed by eleven service departments, a 
research department and a promotional division. 
The service departments are: Agriculture. Civic 
Development, Commercial Organization, Do- 
mestic Distribution, Finance, Foreign Com- 
merce, Manufacture, Natural Resources Pro- 
duction, Trade Association, Transportation and 
Communication and Insurance, each of which 
has a manager and staff to function on problems 
within its own field. 

“The primary objective. of the insurance de- 
partment of the National Chamber is to give 
the insurance policyholder, as represented by 
the business men of the country, a better under- 
standing of the principles of insurance and the 
institution which carries on the business. At 
the same time the department is in a position to 
convey to the insurance business the viewpoint 
of the policyholders on matters of particular 
mutual interest. We have found that business 
men deeply appreciate the service which insur- 
ance renders and are quick to respond to its 
assistance when matters arise which are proju- 
dicial both to the companies and to their own 
interests as policyholders. One of our objects 
is to inform our members when problems of an 
inimical nature are advanced either in Con- 
gress or State legislatures. 

“Several years ago the Chamber adopted the 
principle that special insurance taxes should be 
reduced to the total in each State which will

Answers to 
these and other complexing questions are sug- 
gested in the outline of the following case 
which Governor Slaton reviewed in his opening 
address at the annual convention of the National 
Association of Insurance Counsel at Hot 
yesterday. 





Springs, Va., 

In reviewing the case Governor Slaton de- 
clared, “In July, 1929, there was tried in the 
United States District Court, at Atlanta, Ga., 
before Judge Samuel H. Sibley, a suit against 
an accident company, involving the right of the 
company under the terms of the policy to an au- 
topsy after interment. This case suggested to 
me the subject of this address. 

The policy contained this provision: 

“The corporation shall have the right and 
opportunity to examine the person of the in- 
sured when and so often as it may reasonably 
require during the pendency of claim hereun- 
der, and also the right and opportunity to make 
an autopsy in case of death where it is not for- 
bidden by law.” 

The beneficiary was the wife of the insured, 
a lawyer of wealth and large practice. She 
claimed the insured was in good health until he 
swallowed a sharp piece of the breast bone of a 
chicken, which lodged in the oesophagus at the 
cardiac end.

Hence the day after the accident the insured, a 
heavy set, short necked man, sixty-six years of 
age, was put under a deep general anaesthesia 
for the removal of the obstruction; a Jackson 
oesophagoscope and rotary forceps were em- 
ployed. It was necessary, of course, that the 
be held back so thta the oesophagus 
would be in line with his mouth to permit the 
use of the scope. The bone was removed from 
the walls of the oesophagus in which it was 
embedded, or which is perforated. The special- 
ist, sustained by expert evidence, thought that 
perforation had taken place, which meant al- 
most certain death.

chicken bone the insured would likely have been 
alive at the time of the trial.

Up to the time of interment the survinig 
spouse has control of the body of the deceased 
for purpose of interment. Hence when the 
beneficiary is husband or wife. the refusal of 
the autopsy reasonably demanded before inter- 
ment may under certain circumstances defeat 
recovery. 

Suppose, however, the beneficiary is other 
than husband or wife? How can he be required 
to grant an autopsy which is not within his 
power, on pain of being debarred of recovery? 
A policy of insurance is to be construed as a 
thing of value, and the contract as one proffer- 
ing substantial and not imaginary benefits. 
Hence these accident policies do not employ dog- 
matic terms for avoidance of policies where for 
any reason an autopsy cannot be made on re- 
quest of the beneficiary, and, of course, I am 
here discussing claims arising from death. 
Such clauses would necessarily from an under- 
writing standpoint prevent the sale of accident 
policies granting death benefits to other than 
husband or wife, and would greatly lessen sale 
of policies in such instances.

Fidelity & Deposit Declare First

Battimore, Sept. 16—Directors of the 
Fidelity and Deposit Company have declared 
the initial quarterly dividend of $2 a share on 
the enlarged capitalization at the annual rate 
of $8 a share.

Metropolitan Life Vice-Presi- 
dent Describes Perfect 
Claim Adjuster 





Tells of Responsibilities 


Adjuster Should Preserve Accident 
Insurance With Its Value to 
Public in Court Cases 





This claim adjuster’s “responsibility to the 
state to preserve accident insurance with its im- 
portant value to the public and its little cost, 
to help stay the hand of the courts when at times 
they would destroy such a public service by 
wiping out the line of demarcation between in- 
jury and disease,” etc., was explained by Stew- 
art M. La Mont, third vice-president of the 
Metropolitan Insurance Company, in his address 
before the annual convention of the Interna- 
tional Claim Association at Hot Springs, Va. 

His address follows in part: 

“Tt has been said by those who should know 
that the successful accident and health claim 
adjuster should be something of a doctor, some- 
thing of a lawyer, something of a detective, and 
perhaps this might be qualified by adding that 
he would better not be altogether a doctor, or 
altogether a lawyer, or altogether a detective— 
for if he be too much of either he is likely to be 
too little of a business man. 


Qualifications of an Adjuster 

“And the claim adjuster, if he is to be really 
successful in the full sense of that term, as it 
will be interpreted by his superiors and his 
executives, by his agency forces and his policy- 
holders and finally by public sentiment, should 
have still other qualities. 

“He should have a keen sense of justice, a 
sportsmanlike instinct for fair play, a naturally 
judicial temperament, which will lead him in- 
variably to primary consideration of the true 
merits of each claim regardless of forms, rules 
or technicalities. 

“He should have a truly logical mind, com- 
bined with a flair for the deeper analysis, which 
will lead him to recognize merit alike in the 
usual and the unusual and yet sort out the few 
unjust claims from among the many just ones 
and to deal with such in a manner to protect the 
company not only against spoilation but against 
misunderstanding of its motives and misrepre- 
sentation of its actions. 

“He should have imagination, not of the kind 
that sees wrong where there is none, or that 
suspects the many because of the machinations 
of the few, or that rears chimerical defenses 
where factual ones do not exist, but of the 
kind that visions the processes, mental and phys- 
ical, through which one bent upon fraud muvst 
have passed, thus to reconstruct those processes 
and so to uncover the iacts. For, after all, the 
claim adjuster is most of all a seeker aiter the 
truth, nothing but the truth. 

“He should be a tactician, a diplomat and a 
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psychologist. When he puts his o. k. on a just 
claim a mere printed form and a prettily en- 
graved check are sufficient to guarantee satis- 
faction; but when he denies an unrighteous one 
he is but just beginning his serious dealings 
with a dishonest person, one who may be as 
smart and as resourceful as he is predatory 
and unscrupulous, and the content of a letter 
of adverse action, or the form and method of 
its oral presentation, may make all the differ- 
ence between a closed incident and an unpleas- 
ant controversy—that is, the tactics employed 
may set up an effective barrier or open the way 
for argument or dispute. And when he deals 
with that most difficult of all cases, viz., the 
claim that is not justified under the policy but 
is made by the reputable, usually impatient and 
often honestly mistaken policyholder, his quality 
as a diplomat comes to its test, for now he 
must explain without offense, satisfy without 
payment, demonstrate the mistaken basis of the 
claim without giving the impression that dis- 
honest intent is suspected or rousing that false 
pride that sometimes leads such a claimant to 
feel that once having presented a claim his per- 
sonal prestige demands that he enforce it. 

“With all this the adjuster needs to be gifted 
with much fortitude, with fine mental and nerv- 
our balance—even with the ability to ‘take it.’ 
For though he may approve ninety-nine claims 
and disapprove only the hundredth he may find 
himself under attack for that single action, con- 
fronted with highly colored or distorted pic- 
tures, specious reasoning or fanciful interpreta- 
tions, by means of which his action may be 
made to appear atrocious to those not ac- 
quainted with all the facts—and among those 
may be his company’s field representatives, pos- 
sibly prone to accept their customers’ statements 
and views at full face value, and naturally in 
fear of local repercussions that may be injuri- 
ous to them, to their business, or even to the 
company. 

“All this does not mean that the claim ad- 
juster is a remarkable individual, embodying a 
rare combination of extraordinary qualities. In- 
deed, those of longest experience and greatest 
success would doubtless be most astonished if 
told that they fit fully into this description. It 
is merely an analysis, possibly somewhat sub- 
limated, of the developmental effects of special 
training and experience of a peculiar character 
upon a straight-thinking, intelligent, studious 
and conscientious business man. 

“Perhaps it is just an ideal, grounded upon a 
backward view after long experience, or what 
the most talented adjuster may become under 
the best guidance and most favorable conditions 
when happily endowed with particular mental 
and temperamental qualities and characteristics 
best adapted to the work. 

“Tt is for this background that we must ap- 
proach the question suggested by the title of 
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this address, for it is only this kind of a man, 
with this kind of development, acquired, in pro- 
cess, or at least in the offing, who can hope to 
discharge the responsibilities of the claim ad- 
juster, multiple in character, multiple in form, 
owed to multiple masters. 

“His first responsibility of course is to his 
company, for his primary duty is to serve it 
faithfully, but no less does he owe responsi- 
bility to the policyholders, individually and in 
whole, for his service to the company is but 
that of administering the rights of individual 
policyholders while, in whole, the policyholders 
are the company. 

“He owes responsibility to the general pub- 
lic, for insurance of any kind is merely a form 
of public service, it is the claim departments 
that that service is finally performed and it is 
by the work of those departments that the 
public measures the value of that service. 

“And he owes responsibility to his business, 
its whole fabric as an entity, for it is not alone 
of the conduct of one company, or a few com- 
panies, but of the composite supplied by all that 
the fabric which is the business is woven, to 
be held up finally to the eyes of men. 


Responsible to Society 

“He owes responsibility to society, not only 
to administer fairly in the distribution of bene- 
fits duly payable but to avoid by looseness of 
heedlessness, creating recruits for either. class 
that preys to society through the medium of 
puerility or mendicancy. Those who would 
practice fraud on insurance companies would go 
on to other methods of getting easy money and 
become enemies of society and they must be 
stopped. Those who would live upon insur- 
ance companies through mere shiftliness, or be- 
come victims of that queer psychosis that makes 
insurance benefits sometimes a cause of disabil- 
ity rather than a recompense would go on to 
the ultimate scrap heap that society must sup- 
port and they often can be saved. It is a great 
satisfaction to outsmart a trickster and to de- 
fend successfully against his dishonest schemes 
but it is a greater one to reinspire a seemingly 
lost will power, to revive dormant ambition, to 
restore to activity one capable of a life of use- 
fulness. And such opportunities do come.”

Its Possibilities and Probabilities, From a Casualty 
Insurance Viewpoint as Seen by 


In his address before the National Asso- 
ciation of Insurance Agents at the Book- 
Cadillac Hotel, Detroit, last week, A. Duncan 
Reid, president of the Globe Indemnity Com- 
pany, spoke in part as follows: 

“Please understand that this discussion of 
the American agency system in its relation 
to casualty insurance is being dealt with solely 
from the viewpoint of the casualty insurance 
salesman. <A brief reference to the evolution 
of casualty-surety insurance during the past 
thirty years might prove interesting. Many of 
you will recall with me that twenty-five or 
thirty years ago the very limited group of 
individuals who pretended to know anything 
about casualty-surety business were, generally 
speaking, persons who for one reason or another 
had developed a very real interest in casualty- 
surety insurance as it was then written and 
most of whom were specializing in that business. 
By specializing, I mean they were devoting 
practically all of their ability as salesmen to 
the production of that class of insurance. The 
number of companies were few and the volume 
of business was limited, and there was no 
apparent need for any enlargement of the num- 
ber of companies, nor of the number of agents 
specializing in that class of business. With 
the passing years, due to increased industrial 
activity and the enactment of laws affecting 
industry, resulting in the need for protection 
for industry by insurance, the casualty-surety 
business developed to a marked degree. This 
resulted in an increase in the number of com- 
panies transacting casualty-surety insurance, and 
each year disclosed an increasing volume of 
premiums, with the net result of the average 
insurance agent recognizing the value and the 
necessity of casualty-surety insurance as a 
necessary adjunct to his office. 


What of the Casualty Specialist? 

“In spite of the greatly increased opportu- 
nities for the sale of casualty-surety insurance. 
the entrance into the field of the general in- 
surance agent seems curiously enough to have 
discouraged the casualty-surety insuranice 
specialist, with the exception perhaps of the 
one line of personal accident insurance. In 
passing, let me say that the need for the 
Casualty-surety insurance specialist is greater 
today than it was thirty years ago, and the 
resulting profit to an efficient casualty-surety 
insurance salesman is much greater. Contrast, 
if you will, the handful of men only in the 
larger cities who were specializing in casualty- 
surety insurance twenty-five years ago, with 
the large army of general insurance agents who 
are today transacting casualty-surety insurance 
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as a part of their activities in every city in 
the country, large or small. 

“Tf we were to travel throughout the United 
States, we would find that a tremendous change 
has taken place since those early days. We 
would find that practically every insurance 
agent would assert that he is very much in- 
terested in the -casualty-surety business. If 
we were to analyze the activities, study the 
characteristics of the hundreds of individuals 
with whom we discussed the problem, we would 
quickly come to the conclusion that there are 
three types of individuals transacting the busi- 
ness today. id 

“The first type would be found in most cases 
to be a highly respectable individual successful 
as an insurance agent generally, enjoying the 
confidence of the business community, and 
generally a worth-while citizen. If, however, 
we were to analyze his views on casualty- 
surety insurance, we would be forced to the 
conclusion that he is an “order-taker’’ rather 
than a salesman. He waits until his clients 
tell him of their need for a given casualty or 
surety coverage, instead of selling them what 
they really need for adequate protection under 
present-day conditions as afforded by casualty- 
surety insurance facilities. We would find that 
this type of agent has a certain volume of 
business on his books because he enjoys the 
confidence of a group of clients not as a result 
of his salesmanship but because he “takes 
orders” as and when either the clients have 
been told by a competing agent of the need 
for a given coverage or because they have been 
educated in some manner to the realization of 
the necessity for such coverage. We will 
designate this type of individual as the “order- 


taker” agent. 

“If we were to talk long enough with one 
of these “order-takers” we would find that 
he regards the casualty-surety business as 
owing him a substantial income just because 
he is in the insurance business. We would find 
that among his many troubles and his excuses 
for not having a larger volume of business 
is the complex that his company does not 
give him the service he thinks he should have 
and that his competitors only too frequently 
secure the business by rate-cutting methods. 
He fails to realize what is an absolute fact, 
that among his competitors there are men who 
know the business better than he does, men 
who have really studied the business and have 
become more or less specialists and as such are 
better salesmen. The specialist is a_ bettef 
salesman because he is successful in selling his 
greater knowledge of the business and the 
service represented by the casualty or surety 
coverage which meets the needs of his assured. 


The “Go-getter” Agent 

“During our journey we would have come in 
contact with two other types of casualty-surety 
producers. We will first discuss the “go-getter” 
agent. This type of man we will find to be 
comparatively young—one who has become in- 
terested in the casualty-surety business during 
the last ten or fifteen years, one with vision 
who saw the possibilities to be realized by 
making a thorough and complete study of the 
casualty-surety business in all its ramifications. 
With the complete knowledge he has acquired 
through study, he is not dependent merely 
upon friendship or other relationships for the 
development of his business. He recognizes 
that his community is full of prospective cus- 
tomers who need the various forms of casualty- 
surety contracts that he has for sale; he under- 
stands the coverage of each and the cost thereof. 
He has a conviction that he is failing in his 
duty to his prospective clients if he does not 
bring to their attention the merits of his con- 
tracts and of the service behind them. He 
believes that cheap insurance is dangerous, that 
there is a true cost of all forms of casualty- 
surety insurance; and he is familiar with the 
manner in which rates are prepared and com- 
piled. 

“This type of man not only is a real insur- 
ance salesman but he is proud of the fact that 
he is one. He values the service rendered 
by his company more than he does increased 
commissions, for he appreciates that because 
of the service rendered by his company he is

Hampshire Explains Why His State Does 


HIS _ representative assemblage of 
T governmental agents and those who rep- 
resent the great institution of insurance 
could, with real consistency, question the 
wisdom of our executive committee on its 
selection of the insurance commissioner of New 
Hampshire to delve into a matter of such real 
importance as merit rating to automobile 
casualty insurance. Seniority and not ability 
must have been the basis of that selection, it 
being a recognized fact that the first insurance 
department established by law in the United 
States was in the State of New Hampshire. 
Merit rating plan as devised by the National 
Bureau of Casualty and Surety Underwriters 
and all other similar schemes respective to 
pleasure cars have been disapproved for use 
in the midget State of New Hampshire. 

Today we have 6 per cent of the population 
of the world but we have about 81 per cent 
of its automobiles. We are getting so many 
automobiles that we find trouble in discovering 
highways on which to run them. 

The automobile as an instrument of iniury 
and death is responsible for one of the most 
significant groups of personal risks existing in 
our own present age. Every one is subject 
to a considerable amount of uncertainty in 
regard to loss or damage arising out of the 
probability of automobile accidents. Often this 
uncertainty is turned into certainty and _ this 
means a loss of life or limb or of productive 
energy for the social group and of income, 
sometimes of livelihood, for the persons involved. 


Traffic Accidents Real Problem 

We should be mindful of the real problem 
which confronts the American people, namely 
to devise some measure which will reduce the 
trafic accidents. Approximately twenty-four 
thousand persons were killed and ‘six hundred 
thousand injured last year. The real im- 
portance of the subject is so serious that it 
needs no emphasis. To meet the rather alarm- 
ing situation, attention has been given maiuly 
to the development of means of preventing 
automobile accidents. However, the eliminating 
influence of these preventive measures has been 
without wholesome effect in reducing automobile 
accidents. 

The commendable feature of automobile in- 
Surance is that it has prompted the entire 
nation to become interested in working out 
some solution to this nation-wide vexing prob- 
lem. Every State has its quota of legislators, 
lawyers and insurance representatives who are

assiduous in their efforts to solve the enigma. 
If all the various interests would congregate 
to consider the matter of automobile insurance, 
it seems reasonable to contend that they would, 
in no uncertain language, signify their confi- 
dence in what is generally known as a 
Financial Responsibility Law. Many States 
have enacted such a law. Its designed intent 
was to have a twofold effect: first, to reduce 
automobile accidents, and secondly, to indemnify 
for injuries or death or property damage arising 
from the negligence of the motorist. The 
prime intent of Financial Responsibility Law 
is to encourage owners and operators to become 
insured. 


In this connection it should be realized that 
insurance will afford a sound protection and 
when the owner of an automobile voluntarily 
buys insurance he does so to protect himself and 
the policy contract is framed to suit his interest. 
There is much doubt that any actual credence 
can be placed in the ability of these varied 
Financial Responsibility Laws to cause auto- 
mobile operators to be anything other than 
normal in the matter of operating a motor 
vehicle. Is it reasonable for the institution 
of insurance to assume the great responsibility 
of supervision of the operator over whom it has 
no control in the regulation of traffic on the 
highways and byways of our country? What 
is your answer to this problem I should very 
definitely voice my convictions in the negative. 
The vexing problems of preventing or reducing 
automobile accidents is a matter of our govern- 
ment to solve and we should be eager under 
all conditions to assume our part of responsi- 
bility of government. However, its administra- 
tion should be delegated to its agents. 

The Massachusetts Compulsory Automobile 
Law has demonstrated without much doubt that 
insurance cannot be relied upon as a substitute 
to perform what may be termed police service. 
Automobile merit rating was sponsored in the 
early part of this year in our country by the 
administrating staff of an individual group of 
companies. Its insurance wisdom, standing and 
methods of operation compare favorably with 
any like group of companies in the entire world. 
Their views respective to automobile merit 
rating did not meet with the approval of the 
majority members of the National Bureau of 
Casualty and Surety Underwriters. The dis- 
played faith of the sponsors of this measure 
seems to have eventually prevailed as the Na- 
tional Bureau of Casualty and Surety Under- 
writers adopted merit rating plan for pleasure 
passenger automobiles April last. The oppo- 
sition did not, in my opinion, accept the plan 


with the confidence that it would have any 
effect in reducing accidents but instead the 
fear of loss of business had the necessary in- 
fluence to bring about its adoption. 

The principle of the plan is this, that if the 
named assured has owned, maintained and used 
a private passenger automobile for a period 
of not less than twenty-four months and no 
private passenger automobile owned by the 
named assured has been involved in an accident 
resulting in bodily injury or damage to the 
property of others in consequence of which 
loss for either personal injury or property 
damage has not been paid by the assured or 
by an insurance company in his behalf, 10 per 
cent reduction in Manual Rate will be granted 
on the subsequent policy issued. 

Today in many States of our country where 
the Merit Rating Plan is made applicable and 
where there are no _ regulatory provisions 
respective to rates, rules and regulations, the 
practices adopted in the competition for busi- 
ness are most abusive to the best interest of 
the insurance business, some of which are men- 
tioned: policies written for a period of six 
months on a pro-rata basis; ten to twenty limits 
written on Manual Rate of five and ten and 
others allow a flat reduction of 10 per cent or 
even a greater amount, therefore the friction 
and ill effects resulting in England under the 
bonus plan seem to produce the same deleterious 
effects among the underwriting field force of 
our country. 


Reductions Must Be Warranted 

I do not come before you to combat the 
plea for preventive measures if such a plea 
has any material basis on which we could 
anticipate favorable results. Preventive meas- 
ures are commendable to any form of insurance. 
However, when such measures afford a re- 
duction in what is presumed are fair, reason- 
able and equitable premium rates, there should 
be some material factors to indicate that the 
ordinary hazard will possess modifications com- 
mensurate with the credit granted. 

The average annual liability premium for a 
private passenger car is approximately thirty 
dollars and within the means of any motorist. 
To develop the plan on the present average pre- 
mium rate seems like a vicious venture which 
may be productive of many pitfalls with slight 
chance of real results. 

If the plan is sound does it seem feasible 
to restrict it to private passenger type cars? 
There are commercial cars and busses driven by 
their owners who might feel that the companies

adequately provide for the State’s departmental 
supervision and that a uniform method of tax- 
ing policyholders should be adopted in all the 
States. The insurance department has made an 
annual survey of special insurance taxes im- 
posed upon policyholders in all States. We 
have found that the tendency is to increase the 
special taxes, licenses and fees, although the 
amount appropriated for service to policyholders 
has generally decreased. During 1927 nearly 
$85,000,000 was collected by the States through 
special levies on the insurance business, of which 
$3,500,000 was spent for the, maintenance of the 
The remaining 96 per cent 
funds of the 


State’s supervision. 
went into the general revenue 
States to which policyholders had already con- 
tributed in the form of other taxes. 

“Insurance has not escaped the serious possi- 
bility of encroachment by the government into 
its legitimate field of activitiy. Each year bills 
to create State monopolistic workmen's com- 
pensation funds are introduced, eight such meas- 
ures being proposed last year. Efforts were 
also made to provide State funds to insure 
financial responsibility of motorists in five 
States. The insurance department expressed 
opposition to all of these bills pursuant to the 
chamber’s commitment that government should 
not enter into business which private initiative 
is able to administer. None of the proposed 
laws were enacted. 

“The National Chamber supports the principle 
that compulsory automobile insurance will not 
afford the proper remedy for the situation it 
attempts to correct. Although Massachusetts 
is the only State which has enacted a compul- 
sory insurance law, there has been considerable 
demand from sources for it in other 
States.

In order to 
remedy this situation, the Fire Marshals Asso- 
ciation of North America has approved a bill 
called ‘The Model Arson Law’, the principles 
of which have been adopted by the members of 
the National Chamber. Within the past few 
years twenty-seven States have enacted this 
model legislation, twelve of them during the 
past year.

National Chamber, together with various mem- 
ber organizations, has co-operated in furthering 
the adoption of these laws. 

“In this connection it is appropriate to reier 
to the chamber’s fire prevention program. About 
seven years ago the chamber inaugurated an 
Inter-Chamber Fire Waste Contest in co-opera- 
tion with the National Fire Waste Council. 
With more than 650 communities participating, 
this contest has grown to be the greatest thing 
of its kind. Last year the cities making returns 
in the contest showed a decreased fire loss of 
$13,500,000 as compared with their average 
losses during the preceding five years, or a re- 
duction of 17.2 per cent. The per capita losses 
of cities in the contest during the last four years 
have been as follows:

“Due to the success of the Fire Waste Con- 
test, the chamber has recently announced a 
similar contest in the field of public health. 
Probably nothing is more important to the wel- 
fare and prosperity of a nation than the good 
health of its citizens. It has been conservatively 
estimated that losses due to premature death 
and preventable illness reach the stupendous 
total of $6.000,000,000 annually. These financial 
losses, however, are secondary to the humani- 
tarian aspect of health work. Although the 
Inter-Chamber Health Conservation Contest 
conducted by the insurance department was only 
announced less than three months ago, more 


than fifty cities throughout the country have 
entered the contest. 
“We ask all of you to co-operate in every 


possible way in your own communities by urg- 
ing your local chamber of commerce to par- 
ticipate in the contest and, by cooperating with 
vour local comittee, to win one of the five 
awards to be presented. 

“Other items’ on the program of the insur- 
ance department include an endeavor to secure 
the admission of every State to the federal birth 
and death registration area by 1930 in order 
that we may have national records of all births 
and deaths; the enactment of federal legislation 
to bring about the coordination of the public 
health activities of the United States Govern- 
ment; an endeavor to assist in the development 
of marine insurance in the United States 
through the enactment by the various States of 
the prineiples of the model marine insurance 
law of the District of Columbia, and an attempt 
to secure desirable uniformity in insurance su- 
pervisory and regulatory laws of the various 
States. 

“We are continuing our efforts to secure the 
enactment of suitable automobile anti-theft leg- 
islation and, through the further adoption of 
the Uniform Vehicle Code of the National Con- 
ference on Street and Highway Safety, we 
hope to have not only adequate anti-theft laws, 
but also uniform State traffic laws throughout

Auto Deaths Increase Over 
First Quarter of 1929 


Daily Fatalities on Sharp Climb 
May Reach 90 Per Day for 
Past Three Months 


Automobile deaths the present quarter of the 
vear are likely to show an increase of 25 per 
cent over the second quarter, and nearly 60 
per cent over the first, according to report re- 
ceived by the Travelers Insurance Company 
from authorities in States having two-thirds of 
the country’s population. 

The deaths have increased a daily 
average of 57 during the first three months 
to 71 in the second quarter, while the figures 
at present indicate that the daily average for 
the third quarter will be nearly 90.

During the first seven months of this year, 
more than 14,000 persons have met their death 
in automobile accidents. While this has been 
a monthly average of 2,000. the estimated toll 
for the opening quarter of the year was slightly 
more than 5,100, jumped to nearly 6,500 during 
the following three months, and now seems 
headed toward a fatality record of more than 
&000 for the third quarter. 

The steady increase in the number of auto- 
mobile deaths which has been reported month 
by month thus far by a large number of States 
indicates that the toll will approach the 20,000 
mark by the time 1929 turns into the final 
three-month stretch. With 27,500 persons 
killed in automobile accidents last year, the ex- 
perience of the last quarter would have to show 
a sudden turn for the better to prevent this 
year’s toll from eclipsing the number of auto- 
mobile deaths that occurred in 1928.

enabled to retain his clients and increase the 
“new business to a greater degree than by ac- 

cepting the agency of a company that would 
ceive him greater commissions but indifferent 
service. He finds that his remuneration is 
definitely attractive and justifies him in the 
position that he has taken in the insurance 
business of becoming a specialist. 

“The description of our journey would not 
be complete without mentioning the men in 
the casualty-surety business who we would meet, 
who in the ordinary sense are not insurance 
agents for the reason that in most instances they 
are salaried men, in other words, branch office 
representatives. They are usually young men 
woh are familiar only with the casualty-surety 
business. They direct all their efforts to the 
development and enlargement of this class of 
business through branch offices. They are 
ever ready to render assistance to all producers 
—general agents of other companies, brokers, 
would-be brokers, in fact all classes of pro- 
ducers. They are seeking business from every 
possible source.” We would quickly recognize 
that they know the casualty-surety business 
and the merits of their companies, and, gener- 
ally speaking, they are aggressive, highly in- 
teligent, casualty insurance salesmen. 

“It is obvious that this third class, the branch 
office staff does not come strictly within hhe 
agency system. We are trying to forsee the 
probabilities of the casualty-surety business in 
its development through the American agency 
system. Therefore, we must necessarily confine 
ourselves to the two classes of agents—the 
“order-taker” and the “go-getter.” 

“Our problem is to enlarge the number of 
“go-getters” so that they may as a group be 
self-contained in ability, energy and detailed 
knowledge of the business in order that they 
may through their energy and their business- 
producing qualities justify the expectations of 
the agency companies as to volume of business 
as compared with those companies operating 
a branch office system only. 

“It perhaps would be superfluous for me to 
point out to you that if over a period of years 
generally, and more particularly 
those agents who are receiving general agents’ 
commissions. are unable to produce the increase 
in volume of business required in the natural 
evolution of the business, then the companies 
will be driven to an enlargement of the branch 
office system and that system will become, from 
the casualty-surety viewpoint, the dominating 
medium for the production of casualty-surety 


business.

holders, to furnish complete personal insur- 
ance protection.” And this, he went on to say, 
cannot be done where the service offered does 
not include Accident as well as Life insurance. 

Dr. D. B. Cragin, associate medical director, 
then offered a discussion of income disability 
insurance. Dr. Cragin was very emphatic in 
his contention that the time has come when 
insurance companies should cease writing this 
feature at a loss, no matter what the selling 
arguments may be. The situation comes to this, 
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he explained, that companies have been. paying 
claims for Disability rather than Disability 
claims. He brought up the interesting fact 
that the A£tna Life was the first company in 
the United States to issue a policy providing 
that if the insured became totally and perman- 
ently disabled, no further payment of premium 
would be required: one form of disability that 
is offered in many insurance contracts today. 

L. D. Klous was the first -speaker at the 
closing session. His address was on the sub- 
ject of: \“Quality Business.” Following this 
and the discussion of R. I. Clancey, dominion 
superintendent in Canada, spoke on the subject 
of “Agency Inspiration and Stimulation” and 
emphasized the importance of the “man in man- 
agement” inspiring his organization to intel- 
ligent and harmonious team work. K. J. Guhne, 
president of the Guhne Service, Incorporated 
of St. Louis, Missouri, and guest speaker at 
this conference, gave an enlightening and 
highly interesting demonstration of a policy 
analysis, and the uses to which his “See-All- 
Service” can be put in this connection. 

Clyde F. Gay, superintendent of the South- 
ern regional division, then summarized the 
work of the conference in an address that drew 
the relationship of the seperate topics discussed 
into a single exposition of the responsibilities 
and opportunities of thte man in management. 
Following this the business sessions of meet- 
ing were brought to a close by Vice President 
Luther.

a competitive viewpoint. It is claimed that 
the real difference between the cost of stock 
company insurance and that of mutual insurance 
is that portion of the premium represented by 
the commission which is paid by the stock 
company to its agent. If this be true, then 
in the final analysis it is a question of whether 
or not the service rendered by the agent to 
his clients represents a value equal to the 
mutual company’s dividend. We believe that 
it does. We believe that the service rendered 
by the agent to his clients is of greater value 
than any dividend that the mutual company 
may be able safely to refund to its assured. 
Your problem, our stock company problem, 
is to have sufficient intelligence and sales ability 
to sell that thought to the insuring public. 
You and I understand that when the client pur- 
chases mutual insurance he is doing so on ac- 
count of the dividend, not because of any more 
valuable service that he will obtain from the 
mutual company as contrasted with the stock 
company service; and in such cases, the business 
is lost to stock insurance through the inability 
of the agent to sell himself and his service 
to his clients. If stock insurance is to hold 
its own and increase its volume, it is essential 
that the agent will have to justify by his in- 
dividual service to his clients that item known 
as acquisition cost. 

“T believe that we should give some thought 
to a condition which seems to be enlarging 
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itself due evidently to a state of mind on the 
part of a substantial number of agents, to 
the extent of their regarding themselves as 
brokers for the placing of business rather than . 
as agents and representatives of their companies 
for the care and protection of their companies’ 
interests. If we were to analyze this. we 
would find that a few years ago an agent rep- 
resenting a casualty-surety company was proud 
of the fact that he represented one company 
only. He concentrated all his energy in the de- 
velopment of his belief that the company which 
he represented was as good as any other 
company, if not the best company, for his 
clients. He was proud of the service rendered 
and gloried in the fact that he was the sole 
agent for that company in a given area. Today 
we find that same agent representing two or 
more companies. He has lost his pride in sole 
representation. He has been subjected to the 
temptation of taking on additional companies, 
perhaps on an increased commission basis. He 
has become a distributor of the business pro- 
duced through his office. The volume of busi- 
ness that a given company receives has been 
reduced materially, and his companies are 
wondering what they can do, or should do, to 
increase their volume of business available in 
the given area. Is it to be wondered, with the 
tendency towards this multiple representation 
increasing, that some companies at least, have 
quietly but nevertheless efficiently established 
an increasing number of branch offices, thereby 
enabling themselves to obtain business from a 
greater number of producers in a given area 
than would otherwise be possible? This picture 
necessarily leads us to the consideration of 
whether or not the branch office system as 
such will be enlarged in the immediate years 
to come to such a degree as to eliminate the 
general agent as we know him today. I, 
for one, have sufficient faith in the intelligence 
of that type of casualty-surety salesman known 
as the “go-getter” to believe as long as 
he will render efficient service to his clients 
and his company, he will be able to maintain 
his development in competition with the branch 
office system, to a satisfactory degree. 

“My remarks would be of wholly incomplete 
were I to fail to emphasize to you the need 
on the part of all insurance agents for a more 
intensive study of the business than is apparent 
today. If the American agency system is to 
prevail, and I sincerely hope and believe it will, 
its future must be bulit upon a recognition of 
the fact that casualty-surety insurance affords 
ample opportunity for most intensive study and 
the application of all possible time and effort 
in the development of a sales ability that will 
meet the most severe test of competitive condi- 
tions that may be found in any given locality. 
I have sufficient faith in the initiative and in 
the intelligence of the agency group as rep- 
resented by this gathering, to appreciate the 
conditions which I have attempted to bring to 
your attention, and I believe that with this 
appreciation will come a more intelligent appli- 
cation to the sales problem incident to the 
future progress of the casualty-surety business 
of our country.”

He started a newspaper at the age of eleven years and at thirty-three 
was business manager of the Birmingham News, having switched 
from the editorial to the business side of publishing during the in- 
tervening years. Since that time he has acquired full control of the 
News and The Birmingham Age-Herald, two newspapers which have 
been moulded into organs of unusual strength and character by the 
bold and fearless news policy dictated by Mr. Hanson. 

The same strength of character and business acumen which brought problems. It tends to make 
national recognition to the publications under his direction is re- 
flected in Mr. Hanson’s views on the utility of life insurance, as set 
forth in the accompanying article. 


For obvious reasons it is of the most vital im- 
portance for a man to begin to carry out his life 
insurance program just as early as possible and 
practicable. I have always advised young men, 
roughly between the ages of 16 and 30, who were 
in position to do so, to purchase 10-payment life 
policies; men from 31 to 40 to purchase 15- or 
20-payment life policies, and men above 40 to 
purchase ordinary life and, under some condi- 
tions, term insurance. I recommend the 10-, 15- 
and 20-payment policies to men under 40 because 
of the very low premiums offered to the younger 
ages, with the advantage of paying up these 
policies during the reasonably certain years of 
productivity. The man who has reached forty 
without completing his insurance program natur- 
ally is looking for the maximum of protection, 
and he usually cannot afford the higher rates of 
the more expensive policies. I usually advise 
men under forty to leave their dividends with 
the company to purchase ad- 
ditional paid-up insurance. 


My First Life Policy 


There are many obvious ad- 
vantages that inhere to a young 
man purchasing his first life 
insurance policy. The fact that 
he has a fixed premium charge 
to meet on a specific date will 
naturally tend to make him 
provide in advance to meet that 
premium. This automatically 
inculcates thrift, and after he 
has paid a few premiums he has 
a tangible asset that he is not 
quick to throw away. The pos- 
session of even a single life in- 
surance policy, which has been 
properly sold, even to a mere 
youth, means a different attitude 
toward life and its financial

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Why Big Men Buy Large Policies 


Estate Liquidation Costs Demand Ready Cash in 





Exact Proportion to Wealth Involved— 


Life Insurance Furnishes It 
By Gerald A. Eubank* 


| ITTING here in Wall Street, heart and center of “big business” 
of the United States, it would be possible, by assuming an unreal 
and unnatural attitude, to make this look like a very difficult, 
unusual, complicated and mysterious problem, far out of reach 
of the average man. 

But it is not so—entirely the contrary—the answer is simplicity itself— 
in fact, so simple that it may be quite 
disappointing. Big men buy large poli- 
cies for the same reason that small buy 
small policies—because they need them! 

Let us examine this statement to find 
out not only how simple but also how 
far-reaching it is. 

Let us look entirely away from Life 
Insurance for the moment—into any 
and every other realm of human ac- 
tivity and endeavor—and ask ourselves, 
why do large men buy big hats, coats, 
suits, shoes? Why do big hotels and 
steamships buy large quantities of bread 
and meat? Why do big families buy 
large houses? Why do big cities buy 
large waterworks? 





According to Needs 


Nothing difficult, unusual, compli- 
cated or mysterious about it. A small 
family buys one pound of meat and one 
loaf of bread, a hotel or steamship buys 
a thousand pounds and a_ thousand 
loaves, and so on, in all these other in- 
stances, for the simple reason that they 
need them. 

There is not one iota of difference 
in big men buying large policies—they 
just happen to need them, that’s all. 

Disappointingly simple, isn’t it?—after it has been explained. 

Just in passing, however, let us underline one very simple but very 
essential point; so simple that it may be entirely overlooked, and yet so 
vitally important that it stands in a class by itself. As in these other 
cases, so also in Life Insurance, big men not only need some insurance 
they need an ample supply to fully cover all their needs. 

That is why they buy large policies. 

We have only to think of the large-headed clown, with the little egg- 
shell cap perched on the side of his head, to give us a glimpse of how 
grotesque a small policy (a “five” or a “ten”) is for a big business man. 

“But,” you say, “it’s all right to say big men need large policies, but 
if these men are so big, so rich, so prosperous, so wealthy—have so much 
money, such large businesses, such large estates, while they may buy 
large policies—what do they need them for? 

Here again we have a very simple but wonderfully helpful point of 
difference and distinction to keep in mind. Quite frankly they don’t need 
large “policies,” but they do need the large amount of immediate de- 
livery spot cash that come from these policies; for, of course, it is well 
known that many men who are wealthy “on paper” are more or less

constantly hard-up for cash, and sudden emergencies, such as business 
reverses, market panics, disability, or death—any sudden call for large 
sums of liquid cash—might find them, and their families, their businesses, 
or their estates, badly crippled, seriously embarrassed, or even ruined. 

These men might very urgently need the cash that comes from Life 
Insurance—capital or revenue, or both—speaking generally, to guarantee 
to maintain established standards of 
living, or to provide special emergency 
funds, in any relationship of life—per- 
sonal, family, business or estate- -or any 
combination of these. 

From this we could, of course, list in 
endless detail the thousand and one 
needs for cash known to all life under- 
writers—debts, mortgages, taxes, de- 
preciation of life, property, market, 
business and estate values—replacement 
of earning capacity, guaranteed family 
incomes, including education, mainte- 
nance and advancement in life of 
children, old age and retirement funds, 
purchase of business interests, etc., etc. 


Without Peer in Value 


“But surely,” you say again, “these 
men own other kinds of property which 
could equally well be earmarked and 
set aside for these purposes?” 

“No, they do not,” and this is where 
we come closer down to the unusual 
values. Considering the long list of 
guarantees, economies, tax and other 
exemptions and efficiencies detailed be- 
low, the statement can be made without 
fear of contradiction that for the small 
premium and large settlement usually involved, especially where capital 
is left in trust with the insurance company, and they pay continuing 
revenue from it for many years into the future, there is no other form 
of property, and no other instrument of finance known to the world, 
that carries anything like the values or can compare with life insurance, 
properly fitted to the purchaser’s needs. 

Take for instance three or five years’ premiums paid on a death claim 
of a million dollars’ capital, and this sum left with the company at five 
per cent, $50,000 a year for, say, twenty years, or a million dollars’ 
revenue additional, two million dollars’ capital and revenue in all, for 
which, let us assume, only two hundred thousand was paid in premiums. 

Here we have “A No. 1” super select, gilt edged, interest bearing, 
government approved, trustee, securities, bought for a tithe of their 
value, on a one-sided contract in favor of the purchaser, exempt from 
State estate and inheritance taxes, and (in part) from Federal estate tax, 
guaranteed as to capital, and in part, as to revenue, exempt from 
probate expenses, administration expenses, attorney’s fees, executors’ 
fees, trustees’ fees, capital losses on poor markets (in part), from revenue 
losses on poor markets, exempt it may be from creditors’ claims and 
spendthrift tendencies of members of the family, exempt from reinvest-

The Public's Increasing Appreciation of the Many 
Advantages of Life Insurance Makes This 
Factor a Paramount Consideration 


VETERAN life insurance company 
executive recently congratulated an 
assemblage of agents on the happy 
lot that is theirs today as compared 
with what the agent of twenty years ago was 
faced with. He pointed out that selling life 
insurance has become an honored profession 
whereas in days gone by the average prospect 
looked on the agent as a veritable pest. 

Times have changed. Life insurance sales- 
manship has taken on dignity and the man who 
makes that all-essential contact with the pros- 
pect enjoys a prestige unequalled in any other 
field. 

With this change, has come also a change in 
the selling program. In many cases it is no 
longer necessary to sell the prospect on the 
fact that it is his duty to carry insurance. It is 
almost universally admitted that everyone 
should carry as much life protection as possible. 
There is no argument on that score, as a general 
thing. But how much is possible? There is 
the crux of the situation and there you have 
the real work of the twentieth century life in- 
surance salesman. 

The same individual who, in 1910 completely 
ignored his responsibility, buys a half a loaf 
today. He is the man who can afford a $20,000 
policy, really needs $50,000, but actually takes 
$5000 or $10,000 and eases a not too active con- 
science with the reflection that his dependents

The compe- 
tent salesmen ascertains the prospect’s actual 
requirements, his ability to pay and proceeds 
to work on the line of maximum coverage with 
due consideration of the key factors. 


Determining How Much 

Whenever possible, income warranting, no 
policy yielding an income under $100 a month 
should be considered as adequate. Under nor- 
mal conditions, that policy would be for $20,- 
0000 and under certain contributing circum- 
stances, many families with a $3000 income 
could carry that amount very comfortably. 
Others with the same income would, of course, 
find premiums on such an amount burdensome 
or even impossible. 

The tenor of this article is aimed at the 
legion of comparatively small holders, who 
will in all probability, grow into much larger 
buyers of insurance as fast as their income is 
increased or, in the event they can already 
afford more than they are carrying, as fast as 
they are made to realize the true meaning and 
value of life protection. Every agent is aware 
of the utility of life insurance in modern 
business; of its indispensible nature in the 
financial program of men of wealth, offering 
as it does the manifold advantages as ready 
cash for estate liquidation. Furthermore, it is 
significant that the men of wealth are also 
fully cognizant of its value as this issue of

A table 
of this nature, prepared by The Mutual Life 
Insurance Company, together with a table show- 
ing a reasonable percentage of income to devote 
to life insurance, is presented in connection 
with this article. Both tables offer interesting 
data to agents and prospects alike. 

It might be borne in mind, however, that the 
reasonable percentage can often be considerably 
augmented. If insurance is badly needed,’ and 
if it is enough desired, many luxuries can be 
sacrificed in its favor. There is many a 
family in the United States enjoying the com- 
forts afforded by a two thousand automobile - 
and dispensing with insurance. Through such 
prospects, augmented by the millions of firm 
believers in life insurance, will the American 
agent compile the next hundred million—and 
it will not take another ninety years. 





“INSURANCE DAY” 


The Governor of the State of Ten- 
nessee, according to established custom, 
has issued the annual proclamation setting 
aside \the first Sunday in October as 
Insurance Day. The proclamation reads, 
in part, as follows: 


It has become an established custom to des- 
ignate the first Sunday in October of each year 
as INSURANCE DAY and pursuant thereto, 
I do hereby set apart Sunday, October 6, 1929, 
for such observance.

Therefore, I am constrained to proclaim this 
“INSURANCE DAY” with the suggestion that 
our ministers discuss this subject in appropriate 
manner and that the press of the State properly 
emphasize it and that our people devote due 
attention to all insurance believing that sub- 
stantial good will result.

the indebtedness of the decedents alone, and does not leave 
sufficient funds available to take care of the 7 per cent required 
for taxes, funeral, and administration expenses. The result is 
that funds to meet these charges must be obtained through the 
sale of real estate, stocks, bonds and other holdings. In large 
estates this may run into millions of dollars. 

The result is that oftentimes property must be placed on the 
market and disposed of at a price far below 





Now, the announcement that a_ wealthy 
business man has insured his life for two or 
three million dollars, or even more, does not 
excite surprise or special comment. It is 
merely an indication that insurance is now 
accepted as essential protection that men 
must have; and executives are today placing 
a much more complete valuation upon their 
worth than they were accustomed to in pre- 
ceding days. 

In this day of great fortunes, it seems to 
me especially important that the man of 
wealth should arrange to see that his finan- 
cial holdings are passed on to his heirs un- 
diminished by any shrinkage at the time of 
his death. 





Few people realize how much debts and 
final expenses reduce the average large es- 
tate. An analysis of federal estate tax re- 
turns over a period of ten years, recently 
published by the ‘United States Bureau of 
Internal Revenue, reveals that the total indebtcduess of resident 
decedents for whom returns were filed amounted to approxi- 
mately 10 per cent of the entire value returned; and further, 
that the cost of dying, which includes death taxes and funeral 
and administration expenses, amounted to about 7 per cent addi- 
tional. The result is that the value of the estate to all heirs 
collectively was reduced about 7 per cent. 

To meet the charges just mentioned, it is of course impera- 
tive that sufficient cash be on hand at time of death or within 
a few months thereafter. A year is usually the longest period 
of time over which payments can be deferred without incurring 
penalty. 

Yet, an analysis of the gross estate of decedents, included in 
the report of the Bureau of Internal Revenue, shows that cash, 
mortgages, and notes average only a little over II per cent, 
which is but 1 per cent over the amount required to liquidate

what it would bring if sold under favorable 
conditions. And it should be remembered 
that it is the gilt-edged securities that first go 
to take care of the charges of the estate, 
since these are most readily disposed of. 
Here is where it seems to me that there 
is a vital need for life insurance to furnish 
immediate cash for the purpose of maintain- 
ing the estate at full value and permit it to 
pass to the beneficiaries undiminshed. 
Unfortunately to state, however, the Bu- 
reau of Internal Revenue in its investigation 
found that life insurance formed a little less 
than 3 per cent of the total of all estates, 
and decreased in proportion as the estates 
increased in magnitude. Estates in excess 
of $10,000,000 held less than a third of 1 
per cent in insurance. The expenditure of 
only a few thousand dollars annually in pre- 
miums would have purchased sufficient life 
insurance to take care of the shrinkage, but 





this opportunity was overlooked. 

These figures that I have just referred to, however, cover a 
period of ten years, all of which are past and gone. Happily, 
at the present day, the need for insurance to take care of the 
final expenses of large estates is being rapidly appreciated by 
wealthy men. More and more insurance is being purchased by 
them for the specific purpose of maintaining their property at its 
full value, with the assurance that it will pass to their heirs 
without deduction of consequence. This fact must cause grati- 
fication to all of these men who have purchased adequate in- 
surance for this purpose. It is certainly a tribute to their fore- 
sight. 

Undoubtedly, a great deal of credit for bringing about this 
greater appreciation of the need for insurance in settling estates 
has been brought to the attention of our wealthy men by the

Simple Illustration of an Insurance Trust Shows 
Flexibility of Agreement Major Advantage 


to Beneficiaries

As a result of this concentrated 
publicity, the underwriter is now finding when 
broaching the subject of an Insurance Trust to 
a client or prospect that a valuable back-ground 
has been created for him. 

In spite of all these advertisements and 
articles containing continued reference to the 
advantages to be derived by the administration 
of insurance proceeds under the liberal pro- 
visions of a trust agreement rather than the 
less flexible options of settlement, nevertheless 
the average man remains somewhat hazy as to 
the precise significance of the term “Insurance 
Trust Agreement.” But he is interested and 
anxious to learn more and the advanced under- 
writer is capitalizing this advantage.

Consider the Underwriter 

Let us consider the case of the underwriter

The following is a statement of a specimen

prospect showing how the provisions of an in- 
surance trust agreement can be made extremely 
flexible and provide for the payment of funds 
upon the happening of an event as opposed to 
the arbitrary distribution provided for under 
the options of settlement: 

In the past a large proportion of the proceeds 
of life insurance, having been made payable in 
a lump sum to the beneficiary, has been spent, 
poorly otherwise disturbed in a 
comparatively short space of time. A minor 
proportion of the proceeds of insurance has 
been disposed of under the options of settle- 
ment as provided for in the insurance policy. 
The procedure under an Insurance Trust is that 
the proceeds of insurance shall be made pay- 
able to a corporate fiduciary in the form of a

of the insured, collects the proceeds of the 
insurance, invests same and proceeds to dispose 
of the income and principal in accordance with 
the instructions of the deceased.

If Mr. A should die while his children are 
still comparatively young, unforseen circum: 
stances might arise in the family circle which 
it would be inconvenient for Mrs. A to take 
care of out of her income. The trust agree- 
ment would accordingly provide that the trustee 
should be given discretionary power to pay to 
Mrs. A out of principal up to $2,000 in any 
one year, it being understood that such fund 
would be used to pay doctor’s bills or some 
other unusual but necessary expense. The 
trustee would not consider that such money 
should be used for luxuries or pleasures but 
only for real emergencies. The trustee could 
be directed in case Mrs. A’s income did not 
suffice to pay to her out of principal over four 
years $6,000 to enable her to send the boy to 
college and similarly with regard to the 
daughter to pay Mrs. A out of principal $2,000 
to pay for the cost of troussea, etc., upon 
the daughter’s approaching marriage. 

It will be seen that the carrying out of these 
suggested provisions is left very largely to the 
good judgment of the wife and trust company. 
with which she deals. 


Where Advice Is Welcome 

As the income under her trust is payable 
to Mrs. A during her life time, it’ becomes 
necessary to provide either for the continuation 
of the income or the distribution of the prin- 
cipal to the children following her demise. It 
seems likely that Mr. A would prefer that 
following his wife’s death, the income should 
continue to the children in equal shares until 
they had at least reached years of discretion 
when the principal could be distributed to them. 
This is naturally one of the questions which 
Mr. A would desire to discuss with his attorney, 


the underwriter and the trust officer. The 
underwriter having presented his case and 
aroused the interest of the prospect in the 


subject of an insurance Trust will probably 
find it useful to follow up his interview with 
a written plan for Mr. A’s consideration 
possibly accompanied by a specimen agree- 
ment. At this stage the assistance of a trust 
company representative is often most helpful 
in satisfactory closing the case. 

Advanced underwriters all over the country

The development in the past few years of business and partnership 
insurance has been one of the finest tendencies that I have noted in our 
American business life. Just as I have known many cases of families 
saved from want by insurance cash that prevented the necessity of sacri- 
fice sales of real estate, securities or other assets, just so have I seen 
many basically sound business enterprises practically destroyed be- 
cause of the untimely death of their chief executives. If the executive 
had lived, the chances were good that the business would have sur- 
vived and prospered. With his death and nothing to compensate for the 
loss, the business suffered. No executive is so able that his place can- 
not ultimately be filled. On the other hand, through life insurance alone 
can such an executive protect his business properly against his death, 
particularly if it comes at the wrong time for the best interest of the 
enterprise. 

Every corporation would do well to protect itself by insurance on its 
important executives, and similarly partnership can often most profitably 
follow the same course. 

The company of which I am the head carries group life insurance on all 
of its employes, more than 700 of them. The most humble employe is 
given a $500.00 policy at the end of six months employment, and to 
this is added $100.00 each year for 15 years, until a maximum of $2,000.00 
is reached. Heads of departments receive a policy of $2,500.00, which 
is increased $100.00 per year for ten years until a maximum of $3,500.00 
is reached; executives receive policies of $3,000.00 each, which increase 
annually by $250.00 until a maximum of $5,000.00 is reached. The com- 
pany pays all of the premiums on these policies directly to the Protective 
Life Insurance Company, of Birmingham, and, in addition, working 
with that company, makes it possible for all of its employes to buy 
additional insurance at a very low rate to the extent of one year’s sal- 
ary, through the monthly payroll deduction plan. With the encourage- 
ment of the management the vast majority of men in every department 
have purchased additional group insurance in this manner. 

This policy has proven a sound business venture on the part of the 
corporation, because it has served as an employment stabilizer, but even 
more important than this, it has served splendidly from a humanitarian 
viewpoint. There have been deaths among our employes where the only 
available assets of the family lay in the group insurance policy, and 
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many others in which the policy was the chief means of tiding the 
family of the employe over the trying time following his death. 

The salaried men or the wage earners cannot afford to be without 
some insurance protection, and the larger the business enterprise owned 
by an individual, the greater his need of it. I have used ten per cent of 
my income as the basic minimum figure for insurance premiums. I 
realize, of course, that it is wholly impracticable to fix any arbitrary 
percentage as feasible for different individuals. Men’s circumstances 
differ so widely a fair percentage for one is too much, or too little 
for another. Nevertheless, I have always felt that from ten to fifteen 
per cent of income, devoted to insurance premiums, was a pretty good 
average figure that would fit many cases. 

I have been sold on life insurance since I was a mere youth. All of 
my observation leads me to believe increasingly in its efficacy and its im- 
portance as a major necessity.

Reports from trust companies and banks in all parts of the 
country at the close of last year establishes the fact that more 
than one billion dollars in life insurance proceeds is now pro- 
tected by trust agreements ; and it further appears that approxi- 
mately seven hundred millions in insurance policies were placed 
in trust during 1928 alone. 

New York City reported $90,000,000 so placed in trust last 
year; Chicago, $75,000,000; Detroit, $70,000,000; Cleveland, 
$55,000,000; Philadelphia, $35,000,000, and Pittsburgh, $32,- 
000,000. 

These startling figures show that wealthy men realize that 
the creation of a life insurance estate and the selection of a trust 
company to administer it, is the wisest step that they can pos- 
sibly take to see that their future wishes for their beneficiaries 
are carried out in entirety.

need for even more coverage and set about 
getting it. Both my children are insured and 
Mrs. Keefer had taken out a policy before we 
were married. 

“Aside from all its other advantages, life in- 
surance provides an excellent means of sys- 
tematic saving,” Mr. Keefer concluded. 

Frank Lockwood, an artist is not married 
now, but some day he is going to be and when 
he is the “little woman” is going to have all the 
protection a sizable amount of insurance affords, 
he told the inquiring photographer. In the 
mean time his mother is the beneficiary of his 
$5000 policy. 

“T can never forget the day when my father 
got that letter from the insurance company with 
a big check in it. His twenty-year endowment 
policy had matured. It was a big day for the 
family all right,” Mr. Lockwood said, “and 
after the excitement had died down Dad ex- 
plained to me just what a twenty-year endow- 
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ment insurance policy was. I think it is one 
of the best ways to save money systematically 
and at the same time provide protection for 
one’s family,” he continued. 

“I have a lot of faith in my insurance agent 
all right. He seems to know just what is the 
best thing for me and just about what I want. 
He is a real friend and I welcome his advice. 
It wasn’t long ago that I told him I was going 
on a short trip and, although he only handles 
life insurance, he told me about how I could 
insure my trunk and its contents. I followed 
his advice and when the trunk was stolen or lost 
I put more faith in his advice. Just to show 
you how much I think of him I'll tell you how 
he collects the premiums sometimes,” Mr. 
Lockwood declared. “When I know I am not 
going to be in my studio when he calls I put 
the money behind a picture on the wall and he 
gets it by using a key to the front door which I 
leave in the letter box.” 

Patrick Lonergan, a union painter, has, aside 
from his fraternal insurance, a $3000 policy on 
his own life, $1000 for Mrs. Lonergan and 
policy to provide for the education of his son 


who only recently celebrated his first birthday. 
“Tf I could afford more, I certainly would have 
it,” the painter declared, “and as soon as union 
wages are increased in New York I will include 
additional insurance in our family budget. I 
know three thousand dollars will not assure the 
financial independence of my wife if I should 
die and for no other reason than that, I am 
anxious to get more coverage.” 

“Both Mrs. Lonergan and myself thought it 
worth while to take out a small policy for 
her to provide for all the necessary expenses in 
case of death,” the painter declared, “and as 
far as the policy which will provide for the edu- 
cation of our son, I am going to increase that 
when he gets a little older,” he concluded. 

Mr. Lonergan confided to the photographer 
that he had been told by insurance agents his 
income would allow him more protection, but 
he felt that it is often a good idea to “wait 
awhile and see how things go before biting off 
more than you can chew.” A good educational 
talk at the Lonergan home some evening by a 
careful agent would perhaps convince the pair 
that they can afford more insurance.
